' POSTMASTER CHADEK’S DEATH. 


HE SUICIDE THEORY NOW ABANDONED— 
WHERE SUSPICION RESTS—NO ARRESTS. 
EuandD JuncrTion, Wis., Dec. 4.—)/Special.}— 

A resident of Antigo who arrived bere this 

evening. says that the death of Postmaster 

Thomas Chadek of Deer Brook, a little place 

five miles north of Antigo, ccntinues to be the 

all-absorbing topic of conversation in that sec- 
tion. The theory vf suicide is now almost eu- 
tirely abandoned. Suspicion rests on Mrs. 

Chadek and der alleged paramour, a notori- 

ous tough named Sanford. For some reason 

the District Attorney of Langlade County 
has as yet taxen no step towards 
the retention of either party, or of 
important witnesses who would be wanted 
should there be atrial, Your correspondent’s 
informant, bowever, says that in case the Dis- 
trict Attorney does not move in the matter 
immediately other officials will, so that the ar- 
rest of Mrs. Cbadek and Sanford will in ail 
probability soon follow. Mr. Chadek, who 
commanded the respect of the entire commu- 
bity, was a prominent member of the Odd-Fe!l- 
lows’ Order, and was buried with all honors by 
his lodge. He carried an insurance of $3,000 
on bis life, $2,000 being with the Odd-Feliows’ 
Mutual Company. This amount at least will 
mot be paid to Mrs. Chadek. It is likely that it 
Wili be investea by the Odd-Fellows in such a 
manner that Chadek's six ohiidren will receive 

‘the entire benefit of it.

-KARMERS EXPECTING EXCELLENT RETURNS 
M CORN—A SURPRISING ADVANCE IN 
THE PRICE OF BROOM-CORN. 


Decatur, III., Dec. 4.—[Special.j—One firm 
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Dispatches from Illinois Points Show 
the Storm to Be Very 
General. 


Iowa Gets a Touch and Minnesota and Wis- 
consin Remembered—Much Snow 
and Wind. 


At intervals during yesterday there were 
flurries of great white fakes of snow—tne first 
Chicago has seen this season. Toward night- 
fall the wind increased in velocity, and a very 
nasty, wet, disagreeable sort of a snow-storm * 
set in from the Northwest. At the crib about 
8 o' clock the wind was blowing at the iudicated 
rate of sixty-five miles an bour, there was a 
heavy sea on, and the massive structure 
swayed and trembled under the swinging 


strokes of the great white-capped waves. The 
storm was a source of delight to the boys and 
girls, who fairly reveled in it, but it was an 
inconvenience anything but welcome to pretty 
much everybody else. 

Traffic on the cable-car system was inter- 
rupted shortly after 8 p. m. by the slipping of 
the cable on the State street loop. This was 
occasioned by the biocking up of the curves 
and the hen vines of the track. A staff of men 
was put on to clear things up, and 
in less than half an hour the whole 
system was working in its normal con- 
dition. Mr. Holmes, who was seen about 9:30 
p. m., suid that no difficulty had been 
been occasioned by the sudden storm except at 
the State street loop. Some little delay on the 
cars generally was caused by the slowing down 
of the machinery necessary to get the State 
street loop cable into working order. Should 
the storm continue the company was ready at 
any moment to call into requisition the two 
new 500-horse power engines which have been 
recently fitted up. 

If the weather continues cold the company 
will make ite first experiments today with the 
new car-heater which has been already 
noticed in Tux TRIBUNE. 

The North Side Company experienced some 
troubie early in the evening, the horses slip- 
plug badly and making slow progress, but a 
little later the difficulty was removed and the 
cars ran on their regular time. 

Conductors and drivers of West Side cars 
leaving State and Randolph streets reported 
that the Randolph, Van Buren, and Indiana 
street cars were running ou time late in the 
evening, and that their routes were not much 
impeded by snow. 

Chicago avenue cars were mostly ten min- 
utes bebind time in consequence of the drift 
all along Milwaukee avenue. 

The Twelfth street line ran regularly, but 
found much delay from Ashland avenue out 
tothe barn, also along Jefferson street, and 
opposite the Jesuit church on Blue Island 
avenue. 

Owing to the drift along Milwaukee avenue, 
many of these cars were twenty-five minutes 
late on arrival. 

On the Lake street line cars were all about 
five minutes late, owing to the drift from 
Western avenue to Garfie/d Park. 

It took the Canaiport line six extra minutes 
to make the trip, as Harrison street was 
biocked by drifting snow. 

At a late bour the snow had ceased falling, 
but the wind maintained the hig velocity no- 
ticed in the early part of the evening. 

At 1 o’elock this morning it was not snow- 
ing, but drifting badiy, and there promised to 
be trouble ahead for the car lines this morning. 


DEATH IN THE STORM. 

About 11 o'clock last night a young man, 
whose name could not be learned. tound the 
body of a mac lying on the sidewalk on Went 
worth avenue, near Fiity-third street. It was 
nearly buried beneath the snow, which was 
drit ting badly, but tne young man, finding that 
lite was not extinct, carried it to George 
Ernst’s saloon, corner of Fifty-.hird street and 
Wentworth avenue, where he applied for ad- 
mittance. It is said thé proprietor gruffiy re- 
fused to allow the injured man to be 
brought into his place, although in- 
formed that bis refusal would proba 
by cost the man his life. A _ poiice 


| officer was then summoned and the man re- 


moved to a nouse near Fifty-fourth street. A 
physician was summoned, but found the man 
dead on his arrival, It was found that the de- 
ceased was Daniel Miller, about 60 years of age, 
who lived on Wabash avenue, near Fity-second 
street, in Hyde Park. Itis supposed that death 
resulted from expcsure. Precisely how the 
deceased happened to be in the neigbborbood 
is not known. He leaves a wife and children. 


THE STORM IN ILLINOIS. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Vec. 4.—|Special.]}—Dis- 
patches from various points throughout III 
nois show that the predicted storm is general 
and bas been the means of causing great an- 
noyance to business. 

At Galena the snow has delayed trains and 
the thermometer is steadily falling. 

At Dixon there has been snow and a great 
deal of wind, with every prospect of very coid 
weather. 

At Paris the wind arose to a gaie and the 
blizzard was a genuine Northwestern one in 
every particular. 

Reports to the same tenor as those above 
come from Pekin, Woodstock, and Freeport, 
considerable snow baving falien at those places, 
and the thermometer steadily iowering. Each 
reports that the prospects of the storm discon- 
tinu at an early date are not very favorable. 

At Bloomington a severe and driving snow- 
storm is reported. The barometer made a rap- 
id decline and went lower than it has deen for 
many years. The gale came irom the nortu- 
west, and three or four inches of snow fell. It 
snowed there all night. 

At Virgin a there was a sudden change in the 
morning, and in the evening a perfect blizzard 
was blowing, the ground being covered with 
snow. 

A gale prevailed all day at Quincy, the wind 
steadily increasing in vVelocit, as evening ap- 
proached. It was snowing hard there tonight 
and very coid. 

At Bioomineton a snow-storm of the blizzard 
pattern continued nearly all night. The wd 
came from the north. The storm came sud- 
dealy about 10 o'clock a. m. 


THROUGHOUT MINNESOTA. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. Dec. 4.—[Special. |— 
The temperature bas fallen 20° in twenty-four 
bours, being tonight 15° above zero. There 
was a beavy snowfall lust night, making fair 
sleighing.

The indict- 
ment was signed by District-Attorney Martine,

nesses. After the indictment was filed, Wilson 
was taken to the District-Attorney’s office and 
compelled to give $3.500 bail to appear as a 
witness. Gen. Sbaler will be called before the 
bar Monday next to plead. 

The counsel for Gen. Shaler wrote a letter 
to the District-Attorney this afternoon ex- 
plaining that the reason bis client did not ap- 
pear before the grand jury was because be 
was desirous of meeting his accusers face to 
face before the jury of trial. 


MR. ATKINSON ON THE PLENTBOUSNESS OF 
GOLD. 

In Bradstreet’s of tomorrow Mr. Edward At- 
kinson writes at length on the subject of the 
alleged scarcity of gold. Mr. Atk.nson takes 
the view that in spite of assertions to the con- 
trary the volume of the money-metais in cir- 
culation in the world, especial y the volume of 
gold, bas ioecreased since 1849 in a much 
greater ratiothan bas the population of the 
wor d durimg the same time, From au exam- 
ination of the statistics available Mr. Atkinson 
ar:ives a the conclusion that while 
population has increased’ about 4 per 
cent in the period mentioned the in- 
crease in the value of money-metai 
bas been fully 100 per cent, and that the value 
of the gold added to tbe circulation during 
that period was more tban double that of the 
siiver added. These considerations are put 
forward for the benefit of those who, like Sen- 
ator Hill of Colorado, assume that the question 
which oversbadows all others in the “ battle 
of the standards” is tat of the volume of 
money, and who profess to fearan abridg- 
ment of the quantity of the ciroulaimg med:- 
um. Mr. Atkinson bo.ds that the contention 
of the bimetuallists, so-callei, for the necessary 
eontinuea use of silver as a full lena 
tender metal cannot be sustained 
any evidence tending to prove 
that there is not a sufficiency of gold 
to serve the average need of the existing pop- 
ulation. Mr. Atkinson takes the ground in bis 
article that there can be no contest between 
monometaliism and bimetallism, because bi- 
metallism, assuming that term to mean the use 
of gold and silver as money metals, 
exists in the nature of things, and, 
as regards by far the greater proportion of the 
world’s transactions, cannot be affected by 
legai-tender statutes. The present conflict is 
really between the advocates of monvo-legal- 
tender and bi-legal-tender, ana Mr. Atkinson 
points out that it would conduce greatly to 
clearness to have that tact recognized in cur- 
rent discussions on the silver question. 


THEY WILL BE SENT TO PASTEUR. 

Two of the children, and perhaps four, who 
were bitten by a mad dog in Newark this week, 
will be sent to Paris next week to reveive treat- 
ment from Dr. Pasteur. The parents of the 
other two children refuse to let them go. Money 
has been donated for the purpose dy liberal 
citizens bere, and workmen in the sbops at 
Newark, where the children were employed. 
The matter has created no little excitement in 
Newark. A physician of that city will proba- 
bly accompany the children. Dr. Pasteur was 
yesierday asked by cable if he would treat the 
children, and he replied immediately that he 
would. 

HE WOULDN'T CHANGE HIS MIND. 

After rendering his decision in the suit of the 
American Bell Telephone Company against the 
People’s Telephone Company for infringement 
o! patent, and for an injunction, Judge Wal- 
lace of the United States Circuit Court al- 
lowed the detendants, who were deleated in 
the action, to put in additional evidence on 
statements made that it was new and of an 
important character. Today be decided that 
this new evidence did not affect the merits of 
the case, and therefore the decree formerly or- 
dered should not be disturbed,

There were other erasures and discrepancies 
on the same sheet, but these cases first attract- 

ed Mr. Hammer's attention. 

“That ‘suspended’ is not mine,” he said, 
“and I'm sure 1 did not change the other fine 
from whatever it was originally. I never use 
an eraser. If I had changed che fine to 81 1 
would have stricken out the orig nal fine and 
put down $1. That change there is not my 
work.”

Superintendent Henry F. Donovan sub- 
mitted a report of the amount of 
work disposed of in nis department for the 
Six months ending Dec. 1, 1885. From the 
statistics submitted it appears that au average 
of 839 carriers have beencmployed during the 
period mentioned, each of whom bas made an 
average of 998 delivery trips and 8386 co'lection 
trips. This force bas during the same period 
delivered 226,549 registered” letters, 24,493,934 
mall letters. 10,517,662 loca! letters, 5,702,734 
mali postals, 2.

g SKIM-MILK, 


TWO OF THE CITY’S CASES AGAINST THE 
DEALERS DISMISSED YESTERDAY. 

Many of the thirty odd milk dealers being 
prosecuted by the City Health Department 
were present the fifth day of trial at Justice 
Prindivil.e’s court yesterday. A dealer named 
Patrick Murphy testified that the milk from 
which an inspector took a sample was the 
product of the dairy of Jobn Finch of Aurora, 
of whom he had purchased mik for tbree 
} ears, and whose milk be considered good and 
acceptable to his customers. The samp.e of 
bis milk subsequentiy analyzed was not 
skimmed, nor was it taken from a quantity of 
milk which bad been skimmed. 

James W. Kee, a large dealer, testified that 
he bad been in the milk business tweive years 
and couid tell from the appearance of milk 
whether or not it had been skimmed. Miik is 
poorest during the months of February. Maron. 
and April, when it only gives trom 8. to 9 per 
cent of cream, while in more favorabie months 
the average is 14 per cent of cream. He bad 
noticed a difference of 5 per cent in the quan- 
tity of cream in milk received the same day 
from the same dairy. Food, weather. and the 
condition of the oo affect the quality of milk; 
in June, when the warm rains cause a rapid 
growth of grass the milk is thin and of poor 
quality, while in the fail the mik is richer. 
Witness could not always tell if muk bad been 
partially skimmed, but he could teil if one 
piot of cream bad been skimmed from an 
eight-ga:lon can of milk. . 

Prot. R. T. Paton testified that be bad taken 
milk from acow whioh milk when analyzed 
gave as low us 10 per cent oi total solids, but 
the standard of pure miik in Scotland was 11% 
per cent solids; Von Baumbaner of Ho land 
fixed the total solids in pure milk at1l‘; per 
cent. 

Prof. Long, with about fifty volumes for ref- 
erence, took the stand and described bis metb- 
ods ot milk anal, ses by which he determined 
the percentage of total solids, butter-fat, and 
specific gravity. It required more than a mere 
chemical analysis to determine whetaer milk 
was healthy and wholesome. He was assisted 
in bis apalyses by Madeline Le Moyne. When 
counsel for the deteuse cross-exumined the 
professor be said that his anulysis was only 
approximately correct, and that alter he had 
made out his report be bad erased or added 
adjectives, so that milk originally defined as 
fair or bad bad subsequently been marked 
very bad. 

The court deeming that the city lackea a pre- 
ponderance of evidence to sustain the charges 
against the Murphy Bros. of No. 147 Bushnell 
street and Kee & Cuspell of Aili and Franklin 
streets d is missed the cases and the defendants 
took their miiky way out of court rejoicing. 


AN INTERESTING CASE, 


SUIT FOR LANDS s0LD BY AN INDIAN—THB 
STATUTE OF LIMITATIONS COMES IN. 


Wasasa, Ind., Dec. 4.—|Special.]—A very 
important trial, in wh ch the title to a tract of 
Indian land on which the town of Andrews 
now stands was in dispute, was concluded this 
morning. 

About 1847, Chief Lafontaine, of the Miami 
tribe, secured a portion in fee and the remain- 
der in trust for other members of the tribe of 
nearly 8,000 acres of land in Huntington, Wa- 
bash and Allen Counties. Part cf that held in 
trust he sold outright to speculators, the late 
D. R. Beorss of Peru and John H. Scott of 
Danvile, III., purchasing Reservation No. 35, 
the land involved in tbis case. No question re- 
garding the title was raised until 1870, when 
Isaac De Long, as administrator of the Indian 
to whom Reservation No. 35 belonged, claimed 
that Laiontaioe bad disposed of the property 
without authority, and filed suit against Beorss 
and Scott, and was awarded $3,200 by Judge 
Pettit. This sum, it appears, was never paid, 
and an action was begun to obtain possession 
“of the land, whica had jucreased in value. The 
court today held that the statute of limitations 
barred the further prosecution of the su.t, and 
the present holders of the realty, which bas in- 
creased rapid y in value, will not be deprived 
of their holdings.

In considering the state and management 
of the public revenues the subject involves the 
questious whether we shal! extinguish the sur- 
plus by reducing the revenue, or whether we 
sbali apply tbe surplus to payments on the 
public debt, or whether we shall seize the ovca- 
sion to provide for our seacoast defenses, which 
bave teen long neglected. I am of the opin- 
fon that the latter is a paramount necessity 
which ought to precede the reduction of the 
revenue, and ought also to precede an exces- 
sive rapidity in the payment of the public 
debt. The property exposed to destruction in 
the twelve seaports of Portiand, Portsmoutb, 
Boston, Newport, New York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Charleston, Savannah, New Orleans. 
Galveston, and San Francisco cannot be less in 
value than $5,000,000,000. To this must be added 
a vast amount of property dependent ior its 
use on these seaports. Nor | this state- 
ment afford a true measure of the damage 
which might be caused to the property and 
business of the couniry by a failure to protect 
these seaports from hostile naval attacks. 
They are the centres not only of foreign com- 
merce, but of most of the internal trade and 
exchanges of domestic productions. To 
this state of things the machinery of 
transportation of the whole country 
bas become adapted. The interruption of the 
currents of traffic by the occupation of one or 
more of our principal seaports by a foreign 
enemy; or the destruction ot them by bom- 
barument; oc the holding over them the me. 
ace of destruction for the purpose of exact- 
ing contribution or ransom, would inflict upon 
the property and business of the country an 
injury which oan neither be foreseen nor 
measured. 
USELESS FORTIFICATIONS. 

The elaborate and costly fortifications which 
were constructed with the greatest engineer- 
ing skill are now practically useless. They 
are not capable of resisting the attack of 
modern artiiier;. A still greater defect exists 
in our coast deienses. The range of the best 
modern artillery has become ao extended that 
our present fort ficatious designed to protect 
tbe harbor of New York, where two-thiras of 
the import trade and more than one-haif of the 
export trade of the whole United States is car- 
ried on, are too near to the great populations 
of New York City, Jersey City, and Brookiyn 
to be of any value as a protection, 

* To provide effeciuai defenses would be the 
work of sears. It would take much time to 
construct permanent fortifications. -A small 
provision of tne beet modern guns would take 
several years. Neither of there works can 
be extemporized in the presence of emergent 
danger. A million of soldiers vit: the best 
equipments on the hights su r-unding the 
harbor of New York, in our prig:ot state of 
preparation, or rather in our total want of 
preparation. would be powerles to resist a 
swall squadron of war steamers. 


A D SCREDITABLE STATS OF AFFAIRS. 

* This state of things is discreditabie to our 
foresight and tu our prudence, The best guar 
antee against aggression, the best assuranve 
that our diplomacy wii! be successful and pacific 
and that our rights and bonor will be respect- 
ed by other nations isin their knowiedge that 
we are in a situation to v.ndicate our reputa- 
tion and inte:ests. While we may afford to 
be deficient in the means of offense, we 
cannot afford to be defenseless. The 
notoriety ot the fact that we have neg'ected 
the ordinary precautions of deiense, invites 
want of consideration in our diplomacy, in- 
justice, arrogance, and insult at the hands of 
foreign nations, 

It is now more than sixty years since we 
announced to the world that we should resist 
any attempts, from whatever quarter they 
migbt come, to make any new co.onizations 
on any part of the American Continent; that 
while we should respect the status quo, we 
should protect the people of the different 
nations inbabiting this continent from every 
attempt to subject thea to the dommion of 
any loreian Power, or to inierfere with their 
undisturbed exercise of the rights of seif-gov- 
ernment. This announcement was formally 
made by President Monroe, after consuitation 
with Mr. Madison and Mr. Jefferson. It was 
formulated by John Quincy Adams. Our Govy- 
ernment has fairly adhered to the Mon- 
roe doctrine, and even 80 late as 
1865 m warned Napoleon III. out 
or Mexico. It is im possible to 
foresee, in the recent scrambie of the Euro- 
pean Powers for acquisition of colonies, how 
goon an occasion may arise for our putting in 
practice the Monroe doctrine. It is clear that 
there ought to be some relation between our 
assertion of that doctriee and our preparation 
to maintain it. 

AS TO THE NAVY. 

“It is not intended to recommend any at- 
tempt to rival the great European Powers in 
the creation of a powerful navy. The changes 
which have rapidly occurred by the diminution 
of the re.ative resisting power of the defensive 
armor of ironelads, and by the increased effi- 
ciency of modern artille y. which, on the 
whoie, has guined in the competition, suggest 
that we sbouild nut at present enter largely into 
the creation of armored vessels. In the ques- 
tions that beset this subject unt they shail 
have reached a solution we can content 
ourselves with adding but sparingly to 
our navy. But what we do add 
should ve the very best that science 
and expe:ience can indicate. This prudential 
view is reinfo:cea by the consideration that 
the annual charge of maintaining a war vessel 
bears an important proportion to the original 
cost of construction. 

In constructing permanent fortifications 
and in providing an ample supply ot 
the best modern artillery the annual 
cnet of maintenance is inoonsidera- 
ble. Nearly the whole expenditure is 
in the origional outlay for construction. 
If we do not make the expenditure necessary 
to proyide for our seacoast defenses when we 
have a surplus and bave go need to levy new 
taxes, we certainly will not make those expend- 
itures when we buve no longer a surpius in the 
Treasury. To leave our vast interests defense- 
less in order to reduce the cost uf whisky to ita 
consumers would be a solecism. 


A PECULIARLY FAVORABLE TIME. 

“The present time is peculiarly favorable 
for providing tor this great National necessity, 
too long negiccted. Not only does the surpius 
in the Treasury supply ample means to meet 
this great public want witbout laving new 
burdens upon the people, but the work can 
now Le done ata much lower cost than bas 
ever before boen poss bie. The detensive 
works would consist almost entirely of steel 
and iron. These materials can now be had 
at utprecedentediy low prices. A vast sup 
ply of machinery and of bor 
called into existence by a great 
vicissitude in the steel and iron industries ol- 
fers itself to dur service. We should have the 
satisfaction of knowing that wulle we were 
avuiling ourselves of the supplies which would 
ordinarily be unattalnable we were eetiing in 
mouon important industries and g:ving ¢m- 
ployment to labor in a period of dep: cession. 
With encouragement by the guarantee of 
work, or perhaps by the Government itseif 
furnishing the piant, the inventive genius of 
our people would be applied to the creation of 
new means and improved machinery, and es- 
tablishments woud spring into existence capa- 
bie of supplying all of the National wants and 
rendering us completely independent of ail 
other countries in respect to the means of Na- 
tonal deiense. 

I endeavored te impress these ideas upon 
Mr. Randall the last time I hed the pieasu:e of 
seeing him.

KNEW IT ALL THE TIME, 


TOWN OF LAKE CITIZENS WHO RECALL 
MANY JUDICIAL DECISIONS WARRANTING 
THE BELIEF THAT THEY HAD ONLY A 
DE FACTO GOVERNMENT. 

Severai worthy citizens of the Town of Lake 
are now ready to come forward and assert that 
tmey knew for years that town had only ade 
facto Government. They are ready to recall 
numerous decisions by Circuit and other Judges 
who intimated that the charter had been re- 
pealed by the prohibitory special legislation 
clause of the Constitution. But those worthy 
people have been silent about it hitherto and 
now their knowlege is of the most general and 
bazy character. One man was found yesterday 
who was w-limg to state on condition tha: bis 
name was not published that a Supreme Court 
Judge told bim that tue charter is wortbiess, 
non-existent, and that had Adkinson allowed 
bis case against Gahan to come to a decision it 
would have been adverse to Gahan, and de- 
ciaratory of the opinion that the charter had 
been repealed. The Gaban case, too, was 
not the only one in which Judge Tuley ex- 
pressed himseif concerning the anomalous 
character of the municipal government of 
Lake. In deciding the case of Kelly vs. Gahan, 
which was brought to determine whether the 
„charter election should occur the same day 
with the town election, the Judge took occa- 
sion to advise the people of Lake to organize 
under a more tang.ble and reliable form of 
government. The Supreme Court, in deciding 
this case in faver of hvulding the town and 
charter elections the same day, said they were 
not so muon rendering a deoision as legisiating. 
Judge Moran on another occasion, when there 
was aschool-elecuon dispute before him, ad- 
vised the people almost io the same language 
as Judge Tuley. Mr. Adkinson. who was at- 
torney for the town belore Gahan became 
Supervisor, and who was presumably well 
posted ag to the legal status of Lake as a cor- 
poraulon. brought bis suit against his whilom 
political eaemy—now his political friend—on 
the ground practically that there was no char- 
ter. That was when he had himself for a el, 
ent—a client whose interests he would not be 
likely to neglect, by the way. 

It appears that the Supreme Court, too, in 
dism.ssing the appeal in the Adkinson-Gaban 
case, touk the unusual course of explaining why 
they did so, and also iaid it down that the dis- 
missal was entered without prejudice to the 
citizens to bring a similiar suit” or join in one, 
The usual course isto state in a few words that 
the appeal was dismissed by consent of the 
plaintiff. 

There is no doubt that after the refusai of 
the Gahan party in the towu board in 1884 to 
reélect Adkinson he was very bitter. He 
openly boasted that be would get even with 
Gaban and his private suit against bim was 
pernaps brought with that object. He contin- 
ued a bitter polit. oal opponent of the 
late Supervisor up to April 15, 1885. He 
opposed nis lection in tne spring. 
It was one of the town surprises that Adkin- 
son should get back into his old piace by the 
aid of the Supervisor, who from the nature of 
his position is very influential. There is much 
curiosity to know the terms on which the reo- 
onciliation took piace. The public have a 
shrewd way of cuessing about it, however. 
The publication of all the facts obtainable in 
the case in Taz TRIBUNE yesterday was the 
talk of the tuwn. It was time, the citizens 
said, that the peop e knew how they stand. 
The publication at this juncture is opportune. 
It practically decides the question of the in- 
corporation of Lake as a city under the Gen- 
eral law. There can be hardly any oppos uon 
now. It would be next toimpossible under the 
present cumbrous and obstructive law to have 
the territory annexed to Chicago. To submit 
the question of annexation to a vote of the 
peopie requires, besides other preliminarics, 
the petition of the owners of three-fourths (in 
value) of the propeity. The corpora- 
tions doing business in the town would oppose 
annexation for many reasons. The Stock- 
Yards Company and the packers would be 
particularly antagonistic, as they dread the ap- 
plication to them of certain restrictive city 
ordinances. City government for the town 
therefure is the only alternative. There will 
hardly be any opposition to that. 

Any change will be welcome to the taxpay- 
ers.

A CORNER on broom-corn is reported from 
the East. It is alleged that Chicago specu- 
lators have bought up the short crop and are 
holding it for arise, and that the price of 
broom-corn, not over 5 cents a pound a year 
ago, is likely to rise to 15 cents.

Mn. Torx has written a letter to Mr.

Tue Republican Senators assembled in 
caucus yesterday at Washington and nomi- 
nated the Hon. John A. Logan as President 
protem. Senator Logan declined the nomi- 
nation in a felicitous and graceful speech, in 
which he expressed the opinion that his serv- 
ices would be more useful to his party and to 
the country at large if he should remain on 
the floor of the Senate than if he should be- 
come its presiding officer. The wisdom of 
Senator Logan’s decision need not be dis- 
puted, inasmuch as he is the best judge of 
his duty in the premises. It was the almost 
universal desire of the Republican party that 
the position of President pro tem. should be 
offered to him, and that he should have the 
privilege of accepting or declining it, as 
he saw fit. This privilege having been 
extended to him, the duty of the 
Republican Senators in the premises 
has been fully discharged. Tur TRIBUNE 
was almost the first advocate of the nomina- 
tion of Gen. Logan, and sincerely desired 
that he should be tendered the honor, both 
because it was due to him on account of the 
nomination which was conferred upon him 
by the National Convention of the party in 
1884, and because it was sufficiently plain 
that Gen. Logan would preside over the de- 
liberations of the Senate with dignity and 
usefulness to himself and his party. The 
eminent fitness of the nomination having 
been admitted and recognized, and Gen. 
Logan having seen fit to decline the place ab- 
solutely, it will remain for the. Republican 
Senators to choose another one of their num- | 
ber to preside over the Senate, and in so do- 
ing to select one who will be a suitable pre- 
siding officer, and also be qualified to act as 
President should any vacancy in that office 
eccur through some unforeseen and unde- 
sired public misfortune. 


POOR MEN DISFRANCHISED BY THE 
BAYARD ARISTUCRACY. 

The editor of the North American Review 
declares, on the basis of a personal! investiga- 
tion made by him, that the State of Delaware 
is in possession of a thoroughly-organized 
band of political conspirators, who have 
taken it out of the hands of the people and 
hold it under their absolute dictation.” He 
says further that there exists in that State 
n class of intelligent people disfranchised, 
deprived of political rights, and condemned 
to the perpetual yoke of one political party.” 
At the head of the conspirators who have 
perpetrated this outrage on popular rights is 
Thomas F. Bayard, the grande aristocrat who 
poses before the country as the apostle of 
Democracy and the friend of the poor 
man.“ 

In Delaware all voters must pay a county 
tax within two years preceding the election, 
and the assessment must be made at least six 
months previous. Registration is based on 
the tax-lists, and persons having no property 
pay a poll-tax. Immediately after the adop- 
tion of the fifteenth amendment Bayard de- 
vised a plan for disfranchising the blacks by 
baving the Democratic Assessors return the 
negroes as dead or having left the 
State.” Several of these Assessors were in- 
dicted for this outrage and convicted in the 
United States Courts at Wilmington in 1872, 
atter having been defended by Bayard. ‘The 
Legislature then amended the law by 
providing that the Assessors should attend 
for three days in the month of January each 
year ata certain place to receive taxes, and 
in March should report all delinquents to the 
Levy Court, when they should be dropped 
from the list and not restored for twelve 
months from the date of such action. The 
poor voter is thus disfranchised for two 
years, as after the expiration in March of his 
twelve months’ exclusion he cannot be again 
assessed until the following February. In 
this cunning manner the laws of the United 
States are evaded and the Bayard aristocracy 
armed with power to disfranchise poor voters. 

According to Bayard’s scheme poor voters 
are required to pay their taxes in midwinter, 
when they are otten out of work and in need 
of every dollar. It is optional, however. 
with the Assessors, who are mere creatures of 
the Bayard aristocrecy, to report non-taxpay- 
ers as delinquents or carry them on the lists 
so that they may pay at a later day. In prac- 
tice, the negroes and Republicans generally 
are reported as delinquents, while Demo- 
crats are kept on the lists, so that their taxes 
can be paid at any time before election-day. 
The poor man unable to pay his tax in mia- 
winter is disfranchised for two years and not 
allowed to do so at any time during the 


| spring, summer, or fall, save that the Demo- 
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the ruling family, have the option of apply- 
ing the disfranchisement scheme only to 
members of the opposit party, and. with 
rare and marvelous exceptions,” such is the 
course they adopt. | —— 

This cunning and dastardly scheme for vio- 
lating the laws and Constitution of the 
United States was devised by Thomas F. 
Bayard, who, in 1872, began a speech at Mil- 
ford in these words: My fellow-men!— 
Thank God, 1 can still say my fellow white 
men!” Yet his disfranchisement scheme 
applies not only to negroes, but to thousands 
of white men, and is in substance treason 
against the United States. Still the chief 
conspirator in nullifying the laws and dis- 
franchising poor men continues to pose as 
the last of the aristocratic Bayards, the pre- 
mier of a Democratic Administration and a 
leader of his party. This Delaware aristo- 
crat ought to be remanded to his rotten-bor- 
rough State, where a few political Barons 
claim to have inherited the ruling power 
from their grandfathers and are able to dis- 
franchise poor men and nullify the laws at 
will. No such man is fit to hold office under 
the United States. He is a traitor to the 
first principles of tree government. 


‘ROSECRANS CRITICISING GRANT! 


With an effrontery which is well-nigh in- 
comprehensible, and with a degree of per- 
sonal malice which is little less than in- 
famous, Gen. Rosecrans contributes a paper 
to the December number of the North Amert- 
can Review upon the Mistakes of Grant.“ 
That a man whose.own military career con- 
sisted of mistakes, whose chronic inactivity 
was a constant source of trouble to the Gov- 
ernment and danger to the Union, and whose 
operations, whenever he could be prevailed 
upon to move, were an equally constant 
source of apprehension, should presume to 
criticise the mistakes, if there were any, of a 
man whose little finger was more powerful 
in war than his critic’s whole body, is, as we 
have said, incomprehensible, unless it can be 
credited to motives of personal revenge and 
narrow-minded bitterness. 

There is no evidence to show that Gen. 
Rosecrans was actually disloyal—though his 
unfortunate inertia was of vast advantage to 
the Rebels—or that he would not have won 
victories if sufficient pressure had been 
brought upon him to make him move. As a 
division commander he might have been, un- 
der the spur of peremptory orders from a 
Grant or Sherman, a passable officer; but as 
the Commander of the Army of the Cumber- 
land he was the most conspicuous failure in 
the War—next to Gen. McClellan. At a 
critical period, when immediate advance 
would have been equivalent to victory, Lin- 
coln found it impossible to make him move. 
His constant complaint was want of sup- 
plies, though he was located in a region full 
of food for man and beast and capable of 
subsisting a large population. Instead of 
foraging upon the country, like Grant, Sher- 
man, and Sheridan, he was always waiting 
for the railroads to bring him food from the 
North. He seemed to be always in want of 
victuals from a distance. It never occurred 
to him to take those that were lying all about 
him. That his own soldiers did not express 
their dissatisfaction with him as openly as 
the Northern people and the Federal Govern- 
ment may be attributed to certain amiable 


qualities of good nature he possessed and 


which pleased the army, and which probably 
impressed himself with the idea that it was 
impolite, if not actually naughty, to make 
the Tennessee Rebels feed the Union troops. 

A mere glance at his disastrous campaign of 
1863 will demonstrate whether he ts compe- 
tent to deal with the alleged mistakes of 
his superiors. After the drawn battle of 
Stone River, which was fought on the last 
day of 1862, and the retreat of the Rebels, 
Rosecrans occupied a position in front of 
Murfreesboro, Bragg facing him with a con- 
siderably smaller force. While Rosecrans 
remained inactive, Bragg amused himself by 
sending his cavalry all over the country, 
capturing Rosecrans’ wagon-trains and de- 
stroying his steamers, gobbling his small 
posts, and cutting off his communications 
with Northern victuals. Our army was in a 
regian where military operations can be car- 
ried on the year round, but the winter passed 
and nothing was done. The long, beautiful 
spring wore away and found Rosecrans still 
lying idle and consuming Northern supplies. 
Meanwhile Lincoln, Stanton, and Halleck 
were growing very impatient, not compre 
hending the strategy of his do-nothing 
course, and began to urge him forward to at- 
tack Bragg, who had only about 45,000 men, 
as his army had been weakened by the 
withdrawal of reinforcements sent forward 
toaid Jo Johnston to strike Grant’s force 
in the rear, which was besieging Vicksburg. 
It was this movement that constituted Grant’s 
peril. He pushed the siege hard to force a 
surrender before Johnston could collect a 
force strong enough to force him to raise it 
and retreat to his steamboats up the river. 
The War Department at Washington 
understood the situation, and therefore were 
anxious for Roseerans to act vigorously upon 
Bragg’s force, and knock it to pieces, as he 
had a disposable force at the time of 80,000 
first-class, seasoned soldiers, to whom were 
opposed about 45,000 ragged Rebels. 

It was known to all the officers in the 
Army of the Cumberland who chose to know 
that Bragg was sending troops to Johnston, 
and yet Rosecrans did not move. In reply 
to Gen. Grant’s assertion in his Century 
paper that Halleck bad repeatedly ordered 
Rosecrans to advance ana that the latter had 
falied to comply with the order, Rosecrans 
says: I never failed to comply with the 
order, for he did not order me to advance.” 
This is worse than evasion; for Halleck sent 
him a dispatch ordering him to move for- 
ward without delay.” Instead of immedi- 
ately obeying he coolly asked whether the 
order“ was a peremptory one, and the 5th 
of August, 1863, he received the reply: 
The orders for the advance of your army, 
and that its progress be reported daily, are 
peremptory.” At last, when he did move in 
September, Bragg fell back upon Chatta- 
nooga and fortified his position. 

While Rosecrans was slowly crawling on 
and disposing his troops for the campaign 
against Bragg in his new position the Rebels 
were not idle in coming to the latter's relief. 
Buckner, who was in command of the Rebel 
force in East Tennessee, with his headguar- 
ters at Knoxville, by rapid marches joined 
him with 20,000 men. Vicksburg meanwhile 
had been captured and occupied by Grant, 
and this released Johnston's troops, who 
had been in his rear, and they too moved 
over and joined Bragg. After the battle of 
Gettysburg Meade was as unwilling to ad- 
vance forward into Virginia as Rosecrans 
had been to strike Bragg in front of Mur- 
freesboro. Lee knew his man, and felt that 
it was safe to send an army corps to Bragg, 
so they were dispatched in command of Long- 
Street. Instead of having one army of two- 
thirds his number to meet, he had now four 
Rebel armies, aggregating a larger number 
than his own, even after he had been rein- 
forced by several divisions and brigades. The 
result was what might have been expected, 
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mauga, suffering a loss of 25,000 men in all. 
the most signal defeat the Union troops had 
encountered since the War began. It was 
only saved from being an overwhelming rout 
by the failure of Polk to make his attack at 
the time he was ordered. Rosecrans’ most 
conspicuous performance was to ride off the 
field of battle, personally demoralized, be- 
cause he anticipated disaster, sending back 
Gen. Garfield, his chief of staff, meanwhile, 
to find out whether the gallant Thomas, who 
was fighting desperately to cover his retreat, 
was still holding his position. 

The immediate result was the loss of 
Chickamauga, the retreat of the army on 
Chattanooga; its siege by Bragg’s army, 
who cut off its supplies and almost starved 
it into surrender; the fortunate arrival of 
Gen. Grant, none too soon, with reinforce- 
ments and supplies; the displacement of 
Rosecrans, who was succeeded by Thomas; 
the arrival of Hooker and Sherman; a se- 
ries of brilliant movements and a succession 
of crushing defeats inflicted on the Rebels, 
who broke for the rear and fled over the 
mountains into Georgia; and Chickamauga, 
lost by Rosecrans, was avenged by. Grant. 
And yet this conspicuous old failure gab- 


on what he calls the Mistakes of Grant.” 
It is too late now for Rosecrans to make 
himself out a great General. The case is 
closed against him and the verdict has been 
rendered, More useless still is it for him to 
attempt to vindicate himself at the expense 
of the Old Commander. Even if the latter's 
record had been full of mistakes, the man 
who was responsible for Chickamauga is not 
competent to review them. 


TRADE DEPRESSION IN ENGLAND. 

The first report of the royal commission 
appointed several months ago to inquire into 
the depression of trade in England has just 
been published. It contains the evidence 
given by representatives of several Govern- 
ment departments, together with the answers 
made by the various Chambers of Commerce 
to the inquiries submitted to them, The re- 
ports are uniform in declaring that there has 
been a severe depression of British trade and 
industries for the last five years, but there is 
muen difference of opinion as to the cause 
and cure. There isa pretty general agree- 
ment that frades unionism, in limiting if 
not destroying the freedom of contract be- 
tween employer and employé, has much to 
do with the depression, and various schemes 
are suggested to ward off or neutral- 
ize these injurious effects. Foreign com- 
petition is regarded as one cause of the 
disturbance of trade; but it issomewhat sur- 
prising to find the Birmingham Chamber ad- 
vocating as a remedial measure the estab- 
lishment of an international bimetallic cur- 
rency.” It will interest the United States to 
learn that even a British Chamber of Com- 
merce is ready to complain about heroic 
doses of gold monometallism. 

The English Chambers of Commerce are 
so much under the control of the bond and 
mortgage holding classes that they could 
hardly be expected to advocate the remone- 
tization of silver. Perhaps, however, the 
report of the Birmingham Chamber may be 
taken as an indication that the British cred- 
itor classes realize that the appreciation of 
gold is becoming too rapid and severe even 
for their advantage. The process of making 
money dear, contracting credits, withdraw- 
ing capital, and increasing the burden of 
debts and mortgages may benefit the 
creditor classes when slow and gradual, 


who “enjoy without working.” When 
money becomes scarce and dear ata rapid 
rate, even the creditor classes may find that 
they have too much of a good thing. When 
the camel is once overloaded and broken 
down it may be some time before he can bear 
anything at all. A slow appreciation may 
enrich the creditors at the expense of the 
debtors; but when the process of making 
money dear and everything else cheap is 
rapid and long continued it may kill the 
goose that lays the golden eggs. No doubt 
trades-unionism is one of the causes of the 
present commercial disturbance in England; 
but this affects only certain lines of business, 
while the depression extends to all. En- 
gland is suffering mainly from gold mono- 
metallism, and-even the creditor classes will 
soon be compelled to admit that the only rad- 
ical cure is the establishment of an interna- 
tional bimetallic currency. The stupid con- 
servatism of the English trading and mercan- 
tile classes cannot blind them much longer to 
a recognition of this fact. 

As respects the silver problem the United 
States is in a singularly fortunate position. 
While favoring the international demonetiza- 
tion of silver this country now has more gold 
than any nation except France, and if the 
present situation can be maintained the Eu- 
ropean Powers will be compelled to advocate 
bimetallism in selt-defense. The only valid 
argument in favor of a suspension of silver 
coinage in this country is that such a course 
would cut off all danger of a possible gold 
drain toward Europe and keep the European 
countries with their noses on the grindstone 
until they will be glad to favor bimetallism. 
The paradox of the situation is that the surest 
way toward the international remonetization 
of silver is to suspend the coinage tempo- 
rarily in the United States. 


IT OUGUT TO PASS. 

Among the thousands of bills now in course 
of preparation and soon to be showered like 
flakes ot falling snow upon both Houses of 
Congress is one to which it would seem there 
can be no valid objection and which should 
be allowed to pass by unanimous consent. 
The measure is one which has been drafted 
by Congressman Carleton of Michigan, and 
which in brief requires each passenger steam- 
er to leave a corrected passenger list at every 
port at which it stops, the palpable object 
being to provide accurate information in case 
of disaster. The bill will make it a penal of- 
fense to neglect to leave at each port a list 
correctly s! owing the number and names of 
persons on board, their ports of embarkation, 
and their ports of destination. If a vessel is 
lost the list left at the last port at which it 
stopped will bean authentic record of those 
on board when the disaster came. Its publi- 
cation in all the leading newspapers will fol- 
low as a matter of course, and thousands of 
anxious hearts will be relieved by the knowl- 
edge that their friends were not on board 
when the unfortunate craft went down. If 
the tidings be ill, definit information, how- 
ever painful, will be better than dark fore- 
bodings, and even this may be illumined by 
the prospect and hope of escape. 

While the eminent propriety of the Michi- 
gan Congressman’s bill will, we think, be at 
once generally recognized, the wonder is that 
it should have required the frightful Algoma 
disaster on Lake Superior last month to sug- 
gest it. Other vessels have gone on the rocks 
or succumbed to heavy seas, and the loss of 
the passenger lists has made it almost impos- 
sible, as it was in the case of the Algoma, to 
ascertain with any degree of accuracy who 
were on board, the only means of obtaining 
this information being through the more or 


less faulty memories of the survivors, Every- 
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ng of the Lady 
| for Milwaukee 
Sept. 8, 1860, with hundreds of passengers on 
board bound for Milwaukee, never to return. 
It was only a few years ago that the ill-fated 
Alpena left Grand Haven, Mich,, for Chicago 
and went to pieces with all on board. The 
names of some of them were of course known, 
but the full extent of the calamity remains to 
this day a dark secret of the seas. It has 
been found that in nine cases out of ten a 
vessel’s books and papers are more certain to 
be lost than anything else. If not lost they 
are generally so water-soaked as to be illegi- 
ble. 
passenger list made up to the moment of 
leaving the original port of embarkation is 
rarely a correct list of those on board at any 
subsequent time, for the reason that men 
may come and men may go” at every port 
where the vessel touches. Hence arises the 
necessity for a record which shall be cor- 
rected just before leaving every port. 
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AN AGNOSTIC COMMISSIONER OF IN- 
DIAN AFFA[RS. 

Gen. Atkins, the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs, following in the lead of Lieut.-Gen. 
Sheridan and Gen. Miles, has now taken his 
turn at the Indian policy. He has wasted a 
good deal ot ink and paper only to demon- 
strate that he has no new ideas to offer on 
the subject and no policy of his own. His 
report follows in the course marked out by 
Gen. Sheridan, and his suggestions are iden- 
tical with those of the latter. Being the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, new to his 
place, and coming from a section of the coun- 
try where there are no Indians, and it being 
also incumbent upon him to say something, 
he evidently felt that it would be the safest 
thing to fall back upun the suggestions of the 
General of the Army. 

In none of the reports which have yet been 
made has due stress been laid upon the im- 
portance of the education of the young In- 
dians as the only remedy for overcoming the 
influences of heredity. The Indians today 
are the same as their ancestors were in Mas- 
sachusetts Bay and the James River two 
centuries ago, and are only kept from giving 
full vent to their wild qualities by the re- 
straints of military force. Artemus Ward, 
in his humorous way, truthfully character- 
ized them when he said: Indians is pizen 
wherever found.” The qaickest and only 
way to domesticate wolves is to tame the 
young ones—so with these Indian wolves of 
the prairies. If any progress is to be made 
in bringing the race to which they belong 
into harmony with the white race, the only 
way is te keep the adults finder forcible re- 
straint and tame the young ones. The old 
bears are not going to lose their predatory 
habits by filling them up with bread, meat, 
and whisky, or by dressing them up in plug- 
hats, neekties, and ulsters. They must be 
put where they can do no harm, and educa- 
tion must be brought. to bear on the 
cubs. If the old ones can be made 
to labor, so much the better; as 
their earnings will go towards their support 
and relieve the country that much. The real 
work, hewever, must be expended upon the 
young Indians. When the tribal relations 
have been broken up and the Government 
has concentrated the elders upon land in 
severalty, made them amenable to justice 
and legal penalties, surrounded them with 
troops and white settlers and stopped their 
supplies of ponies, guns, and whisky, then 
every neighboghood should have its schools 
and churches, and the work of the teacher 
and preacher should begin. Good instruct- 
ors should be encouraged to teach the young 
Indians and the Indian alumni of Carlisle 
and Hampton should be sent amongst them, 
and the first work should be to ground them 
in the English language. When they have 
learned to read, write, and speak in our 
tongue the first steps will have been taken 
towards effective and practical Indian ciyiliza- 
tion. Meanwhile, by due course of nature, 
the elders will pass away to the happy hunt- 
ing-grounds of the Great Spirit, where they 
will be at liberty to hunt celestial buffaloes 
and take angelic scalps, so far as our Gov- 
ernment is concerned. The new Commis- 
sioner is very sanguine that it will not be 
long before the Indians will be admitted to 
the higher and more responsible duties and 
privileges which appertain to American citi- 
zenship.” This result, however, must of ne- 
cessity be restricted to those who shall first 
commenee the study of the A, B, C's and 
the three R’s. 


AMENDING THE RULES. 

The Forty-sixth, Forty-seventh, and Forty- 
eighth Congresses did little more than strug- 
gle with the rules and debate plans for their 
amendment. Very little actual legislation 
was accomplished, The Forty-ninth Congress 
has therefore a large amount of work, and 
must take up many measures left unfinished 
by its predecessors. Unless the rules are 
changed little progress can be made. As they 
stand now an insignificant minority can block 
the proceedings, and a few men like Sam 
Randall at the head of important committees 
can practically dictate the course of legisla- 
tion. Each committee should have an oppor- 
tunity to get its reports before the House and 
have its measures passed on by the majority. 
During the morning hour the roll of com- 
mittees is called and reports are handed ip. 
When Blaine was Speaker the morn- 
ing hour” lasted sixty minutes in all 
cases, and could continue all day 
if the House so desired. Randall 
gave the rule a close construction and limit- 
ed the morning hour to sixty minutes, which 
can easily be filibustered away by a few com- 
mittees, and all others are then unable to get 
a hearing. The minority should not be per- 
mitted te clog the wheels of legislation in 
this manner. The majority is charged with 


*the responsibility and ought to have a fair 


opportunity to carry out its policies. All the 
minority is entitled to is a chance to state its 
position, enter its protest, and go on record 
in the negative. One of the best means for 
expediting business in the House would be 
to return to Blaine’s liberal inter: retation of 
the rules and allow the ‘‘morning hour” to 
continue during the pleasure of the House, 
and not permit filibusters te choke off the 
committees without a hearing.

There has been a good deal of comment on a 
reported advance of $1@1.50 on the price of 
pig-ronat Pitsburg. The news is erroneous 
and misieading. Bessemer pig-iron, witbin ten 
days, has advanced $1@1.50 at New York as 
well as at Pittsburg. At the latter city the 
makers of forge-iron have made a nominal ad- 
yance of 50 cents per ton for ordinary pig. No 

sales are reported at that figure. Pitts- 
burg pig-irons do not figure in the Eastern 
market, and no advance is noted or expected 
here prior to New Year's. 

The grain market bas been lower and higher 
again. The total number of failures reported 
to Bradsirect’s since Jan. 1, 1885 is 10,333, 
against 10,467 in a like portion of 1884, a de- 
crease of 134. The total in a corresponding 
portion of 1883 was 9.062; in 1882, 7,296; and in 
1881, 6,605. For the last week the total was 
247, againet 225 in the preceding week, as com- 
pared with 296 in the first week of December, 
1884, 246 in 1883, and 247 in 1882. 

The business failures occurring throughout 
the country durmg the last seven days, as re- 
ported to R. G. Dun & Co., number for the 
United States 213, and for Canada 26, a total of 
230, as against 214 last week and 240 the week 
previous. There is a considerable increase 
noted in the Southern and Western States.

THE BRITISH CAMPAIGN. 
AN UNEXPECTED TURN TOWARD THE TORIES 
—BOME REMARKABLE CHANGES. 

Loxpox, Dec. 4.—[Via Mackay- Bennett Cable 
to The Tribune. — The drift tonight sets unex- 
pectedly toward the Tories. The first return 
ot the day's polling was from Govan, = suburb 
of Glasgow, where Col. Burieigh, the Daily 
Telegraph's correspondent in the Soudan, was 
beaten by the Tory shipbuiider, Mr. Pearce, 
the same man who was the subject of the re- 
cent scandal and affray. It is said that an un- 
wise attempt to use this as a weapon in the 
canvass accounts for the result. Whatever 
the cause, it is certain that this reverse was 
like a bolt from a lee r sky to the Liberals. 

But worse was to follow. . News soon came 
that Northwest Lanarkshire was Tory by more 
than athousand majority. Both results were 
absolutely undreamed of. Now the total is 
niue Tories from Scotland, and it is likely that 
there will be two more. 

Sir H. F. Ponsonby, the Queen's private seo 
retary, came from Windsor yesterday and was 
closeted for four hours with Lora Salisbury. 
Itis natural to associate this fact with the 
quiet announcement made tonight that the 
Tories have decided to meet Parliament in 
office. 

In the face of the above, however, the &. 
James’ Gazelle says this evening that corrup- 
tien has triumphed, that ample means for the 
debauchery of the new electorate were pro- 
vided by tne Radicals, and that it is plainiy 
evident that, bad it been necessary, Glad- 
stone would have joined the English Jacobins. 

STILL, GLADSTONE IS HOPEFUL. 

Lord Rosebery made some statements today 
in an interview at Edinburg which are con- 
sidered important in view of the fact that the 
young Kari is the recognized mouthpiece of 
Mr. Gladstone. Lord Rosebery deciared that 
Mr. Gladstone bad never wavered in his belief 
that the newly enfranchisea voters would give 
the bulk of their votes to the Liberal party. 
Even when the Tories were most jubilant over 
their successes in the boroughs, Mr. Glad- 
stone was confident that the counties 
would reverse the figures, and the re 
sult, so far as it is known 
today proves bis political sagacity. The ground 
of his faith, Lord Rosebery said, was the fact 
that the:Radical texts and teachings bad been 
sown broadcastin the county constituencies, 
where they had taken root and propagated be- 
cause Radicalism was the natural bent of the 
new voters’ thoughts. Lord Rosebery said 
that both he and Mr. Gladstone were hopeful 
of a small majority over the Tories and Par- 
nellites combined. In this forecast his Lord- 
ship differs from the managers of the Liberal 
campaign. They believe that the Liberals will 
dave an ample plurality over the Tories, but 
will be slightly in the minority as against both 
Tories and Parnellites.

DonLIx, Dec. 4.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Cable 
to The Tribune.|—The day’s proceedings at 
Dundalk, after the return of Mr. Nolan over 
Mr. Callan, were intensely dramatic. When 
the result of the poll was declared Mr. Calian 
stated that be would most certainly file a 
petition against Mr. Nolan's return on the 
grounds of intimidation, undue influence, 
spiritual denunciation, and the obstruction 
of voters going to the polis. Before the 
poll was counted Mr. Parnell handed the 
Sheriff a protest in reference to the intimida- 
tion of yoters going to vote for Nolan. These 
matters, however, are not determined, as in 
America, by the legisiative body, but by the 
election judges. When the poll was declared 
the usual motion of thanks to the Sheriff, as 
returning officer, was made by the successful 
candidate and then seconded by the defeated. 
Mr. Nolan's speech was one of technical 
thanks, but Mr. Callan spoke at great length, 
and, with a tone of humiliation and disappoint- 
ment, he began: 

Five years ago I stood on these steps a defeated 
man, and this day 1am again standing a beaten 
man in the face of the men of Louth, my native 
county. I say, though, that I am still unconquered, 
because, before the new year shall be far advanced. 
the verdict of this day will meet with a sicnal re- 
versal. Fifty-nine years ago my father stood under 
that portico by the side of Alexander Dawson, when 
the first great parliamentary blow was struck for 
Catholic emancipation. After I had served twelve 
years in Parliament a letter was published the eve 
of last election by an intimate friend and com- 
panion of John Dillon. who then posed as a 
patriot, and who is still the friend of Mr. Dillon 
and of Mr. Parnell, and one of the chief Govern- 
ment employés at the Castie in Dublin—George 
Fottrell. The letter stated that the last words ut- 
tered to him by Mr. Dillon as he was embarking 
for America were: 
three seats than to let Phil Callan in again.“ At 
the same time Mr. Parnell, writing to a man equal- 
ly well known in town—his dear friend, O'Connell 
Martin—said he would look on my return in no 
other light than as political discredit. During 
the last five years 1 have repeatediy 
challenged Mr. Parnell to proof, but he 
has carefully abstained from putting his 
finger upon a wrong vote ever given or 
a wrong act ever done on the street. He said last 
Sunday that | was a turncoat and unmanageable. 
Now, I brand that statement, in the face of Mr. 
Parnell, as a deliberate, malicious lie. [Mr. Cal- 
lan here turned round and shook his hand at Mr. 
Parnell.] 1 brand him as a sianderer and a cow- 
ard; as one who bas malignantly vilified me. The 
division lists of the House of Commons are in ex- 
istence, and a most careful inspection of them 
will show that I never vote except with the ma- 
jority of my party when in the House. 

Now, for my friends who have been maligned. 
They have been spoken of by Mr. Parnell as a hired 
gang of ruffians, as the lowest of the low. Weil, I 
had no money to buy them with, for aithough I en- 
tered Parliament a rich mau, compartively speak- 
ing, [am nowa poor man. Mr. Farnell entered 
Parliament with his estates incumbered. He has 
now large estate and a balance at his banker’s, 
and it would ill become him to turn on mein my 
poverty. 

I now ask you to go home; to say nothing offen- 
sive to any one; to offer no word of insult to any 
one; but to bide your time, and the day will come 
when my political and private character will be 
amply vindicated. 

It was expected that Mr. Parnell would now 
say something, but he was evidently too mag- 
nanimous to barrow the feelings of his fallen 
foe. Mr. Parnell left quietiy, dined at the 
dotel, and arrived here at midnight by train. 
He bas been resting quietly all today, and is 
somewhat ill with a sore throat. 


ELECTION ECHOES. 

The returns up to 8 o'clock today show that 
285 Liberals, 225 Conservatives, and fifty-eight 
Parnellites have been elected. This gives Glad- 
stone a majority of two over the Tories and 
Parnellites combined. 

Lord Randoloh Churchill showed wisdom in 
abandoning Woodstock, for it bas gone Lib- 
eral despite the Duke of Marlborough’s in- 
terest. 

Last night I spoke of deaths of citizens due 
to intense excitement. Today a still sadder 
case of death is reported. Col. W. R. Trefusis 
of the Scots Guards, who recently returned 
from Egypt covered with distincuon and last 
week inherited an enormous fortune from his 
aunt, the famous Lady Rodle, was the Tory 
candidate in the Devon Division. He died 
while the votes were being counted. As the 
result shows tonight, be was beaten badly. 

The consensus of opinion among trained ob- 
servers in London is that there will be another 
general election within a year.

REVOLUTION THREATENED. 
BICKERINGS AND S8TRIFB IN SPAIN 

SCHEMES OF ZORILLA, DON CARLOS, AND 

ISABELLA. 

Lonpon, Dec. 4.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Oa- 
ble to The Tribune.|—It is stated in Madrid 
that Sefior Ruiz Zorilla, the Republican agita- 
tor over whom a sentence of death is pending 
in Spain, will arrive at Baroeiona within a few 
days from France, where he bas recentiy taken 
refuge. Simultaneously with his arrival an 
outbreak of revolutionists is expected to oo- 
cur at Cadiz. It is known that Sefior Zorilia 
has lately sent large sums of money from Lon- 
don and Paris to his adherents in Spain, and it 
is believed that econsiderabie quantities of 
arms and ammunition have been smuggled 
across the Pyrenees. 

Don Carlos will probably not make any revo- 
lutionary movement until after the accouch- 
ment of Queen Christina. If the posthumous 
child of King Alfonso is a boy Don Carlos will 
have no pretense for seeking to overthrow the 
present dynasty. If the child is a girl he will 
have precisely the same cause of quarrel as 
when be waged war against Queen Isabelia. 

The friends of Republicanism outside of 
Spain are urging Sefior Zorilla to postpone ac- 
tion until Don Carlos makes his move. They 
believe that the Sagasta Government would 
be powerless to put down two simultaneous 
risings, and that a piebiscite would be ordered 
ana would be overwhelmingly in favor ofa 
Republic. 

The telegraphic press dispatches from Mad- 
rid, which are officially edited before transmis- 
sion, give a roseate view ef the situation. 
Private advices by mail tell a very different 
tale. They assert that the whole country is in 
a state of ferment, and that nobody believes 
order will be maintained for a fortnight. The 
royal family are already biekermg. Ex-Queen 
Isabella wants afinger in the pie. She dis- 
avows any wish to be the Regent, because she 
knows that she could not be maintained in that 
position, but she wants to control Queen Chris- 
tina during the latter’s long regency. Chris- 
tina, like many other daughters-in-law, is in- 
subordinate, and she declares that reverence 
for her husband’s memory demands that she 
shall maintain inviolate his children’s rights. 

A conference of Carlists is bemg held in 
Venice. 


SAGASTA’S FALL IMMINENT. 

MaprRiIp, Dec. 4.—Gen. Salamanca, the repre- 
sentative of the Liberal element of the army, 
adheres to the party of Gen. Lopez Dominguez. 
Sefior Martos also abandons Premier Sagasta’s 
party in order to join the Dominguéz party. 
The fall of Sagasta is considered imminent, 
and he will probably be succeeded by Domin- 
guez at the head of the Liberal coalition. 


FRANCE. 

TONQUIN MUST BE OCCUPIED—OPPOSITION 
TO INCREASED CATTLE AND CORN DU- 
TIES. 

PARIS, Dec. 4.— The Chamber of Commerce 
today unanimously resolved that the commer- 
cial interests of France required the occupa- 
tion of Tonquin as far as the Chinese frontier. 

A committee of the Chamber of Deputies 
has been appointed to examine the proposition 
to prohibit the purchase of Government sup- 
plies abroad. It is understood that a majority 
of the members are in favor of the proposition. 

The Cabinet bas decided to oppose the rais- 
ing of duties on cattle and corn on the ground 
that the imports have already sunk to a low 
ebb and that overproduction is the cause of 
the depression. 


THE BALKAN WAR. 

RUSSIAN SYMPATHY WITH THE SUFFERERS 
—A PROPOSED FRONTIER CONFERENCE AT 
BERLIN. 

Lonpown, Dec. 4.—A meeting of the Slay 
Charitable Society in St. Petersburg, at which 
Gens. Ignatieff and Tcbernaieff were present, 
unanimously adopted a resolution to assist the 
sufferers by the Servo-Bulgarian war. Gen. 
Durnowo, who presided, in an address declared 
that King Milan bad apparently been instigated 
to begin the war. Durnowo reviewed the pre- 
vious Eastern war, and stated that the Czar's 
recent order praising Bulgaria foreshadowed 


the beginning of a new era, 


The Journal des Debats of Paris states that it 
is proposed to hold a conference of the Powers 
at Berlin to delimit the Servian-Bulgarian 
frontier. 

The Constantinople Journal bas been sus- 
pended by the Government for speaking of 
Lord Salisbury’s policy as serving the interests 
of Russia. 

The Vossische Zeitung of Berlin, referring to 
the above meeting, remarks that a similar 
meeting was held just before the breaking out 
of the war of 1877. 

OMINOUS REPORTS. 

Three successive councils at Belgrade result- 
ed in the absolute rejection of Bulgaria's terms 
for an armistice; but, owing to the Powers 
having summoned Bervia to suspend bostili- 
ties, the commanders are ordered to await a 
Buigarian attack. The Buigarian defenses at 
Pirot, extending five miles on the Bela Palaunka 
road, now equal those at Slivnitza. The Ser- 
vianos at Widin do not menace Sophia. King 
Milan bas retired from the command of the 
army in favor of Col. Hortavotich. The 
latter bas appointed Milanovicz his chief-of- 
staff and Franasonics, the Servian Ed vor to 
Italy, a divisional commander. The peopie are 
clamoring for war in order to regain their pres- 
tige, but King Milan is doubtful of the success 
of the Servian arms in case hostilities continue. 
Prince Alexander demands an indemnity of 
42,000,000 frances. This amount the Servian 
Government refuses to pay, 
that Austrias support of fServia will 
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ite tone. It says that sa will be content 
with an bonarable peace. Meetings are being 
held throughout Eastern Roumelia to protest 
against the restoration of the status quo ante. 
The Prefect of Philippopolis has promised to 
ask Prince Alexander to receive the Turkish 
delegates, who will meanwhile obtain the Sul- 
tan’s authority to proceed to Pirot. The popu- 
lace are enger to expel the. delegates. The 
Greek Chargé d' Affaires at Vienna has been 
hastily summoned to Athens. 

The Rome Trübung asks the Italian Cabinet 
to enlighten Parliament as to whether Italy is 
bound to follow Austria in the event of g war 
between Austria and Russia. 


NEWS. 
THE QUEEN DECORATES LADY CHURCHILL 
-A COLLISION AT 84A. 

Lorpon, Dec. 4.—At Windsor Castle today 
Queen Victoria personally invested Lady Ran- 
dolph Churebill with the insignia of the Im- 
periai Order of the Crown of India, 

The British ship Magician, from Cardiff Oct. 
29 for San Francisco., bas been sunk by a col- 
lision with the British ship Ben Douran, from 
San Francisco Sept. 4 for Queenstown.

NATURALIZED AMERICANS. 

Munica, Dec. 4.—The Chamber, by a large 
majority, has expressed the hope that the 
King will modify the extradition treaty with 
Russia. 

New York, Dec. 4.—A Washington special 
says: The State Department is advised that 
within the last few weeks Minister Pendleton, 
at Gerlin, has intervened in the matter of the 
expulsion of twelve German-Americans. The 
intervention has been for the purpose of ob- 
taining information for future action. A dis- 
tinction is made between the terms interven- 
don and protest.“ Minister Pendleton is 
understood as yet not to have filed protests in 
any case. 


BURMAH. 
LORD DUFFERIN’S PLANS FOR RULING IT—

CaLcurtTa, Dec. 4.—Lord Dufferin has sent 
Charles Edward Bernard, the Chief Commis- 
sioner of British Burma, and a party of Bur- 
mese-speaking civil officers to Burmah to ad- 
minister the Government.

THE LAKE-FRONT, 


A CORRESPONDENT TELLS WHY HE WANTS 
A REPORT FROM THE COUNCIL COMMIT- 
TEE. 

CuIcAdo, Dec. 4.—| Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
Ever since the Illinois Central Ruilway Com- 
pany commenced building its pier at Thirteenth 
street the Evening Journal has been sorely ex- 


ercised, but now that it published in its Tü urs- 
day edition an authoritative report it is to be 
presumed that the company will be permitted 
to finish the work without further molestation 
by the great stickier for ‘reserving the riparian 
rights.“ This report is to the effect that tne 
Government engineers have found nothing 
wrong with the pier, and recommend that its 
construction be not interfered with. Its sub- 
stance bas also been published in Tue Tripune. 
By the way, in connection with this matter, 
there have been some very curious rumors cir- 
culating around the City-Hall in regard to the 
disposal of the three blocks to the Michigun 
Central Railway Company. Ever since the 
Iilinois Central deciined to  puretiase 
the biocks in consequence of the suit 
now pending between the company ana 
the State of Illinois, repeated attempts 
on the part of those who assert that they have 
influence with the Councii have been made 
to open the eyes of the managers of chat com- 
pany and cause said managers to see the d. 
rection in which their interests lie. About six 
weeks ago Aid. Dixon called for a report of the 
committees having in charge the order of sale 
submitted to them for consideration in Jan- 
vary, 1883. The Council passed a resolution 
calling for a report. The committees met, and, 
aiter a lengthy discussion, appointed a sub- 
committee, which included the Controller and 
Corporation Counsel, who were instructed to 
ascertain the legal status of the case and re- 
port to the joint committee. In due time the 
report was made ready by the Corporation 
Counsel, and the Chairman called a meeting. 
When assembled, although the Chairman (Cul- 
lerton), Controller Guroey, and Counsel 
Winston were in favor of adopting the report 
and publishing the same for the benefit of the 
people, yet it met with resistance from two of 
the sub-committee (Hull and Dalton) on the 
piea that they required more time toexamine 
the various points of law involved in the Lake- 
Front question. On motion of Ald. Sweeney 
two weeks’ further time was granted, 
and, as the time is up, perbaps these two 
have decided what is best to be done. It can- 
not be possible that either of the Aldermen 
mentioned ascrequiring more time was cogni- 
zant of the efforts that were making by in- 
tilooential”’ parties to bring the Michigan Cen- 
tral Company to time. As lawyers, they ought 
to know that the title to the land in question is 
not in the city. 

The solicitor for the company is aware of 
that fact, and has advised his company to 
refuse to purchase until the city can make a 
perfect title. How nonsensical then to sup- 
pose that the company would pay not oniy 
$800,000 for a piece of property that the city 
did not own, but pay also a bonus to the 
Council for an empty title. If the Aldermen 
immagine that the parties now seeking delay 
for the purpose of “ bieeding”’ the Michigan 
Central will succeed, they are m staken. The 
railway companies have arranged to rebuild 
on their ola site. 

The Illinois Central is content to abide a de- 
cis.on of the courts in regard to its claim on 
the submerged land; and, if that decision 
should be in favor of the company, it will not 
only take possession of the harbor, but of the 
three biocks also; ana then, in the language of 
Boss Tweed, sar to the Council: * What are 
you going to do about it?“ The Council ought 
to understand that the present movement bas 
not been inspired by the railway companies— 
for they knew the situation—but by com- 
merc al men and the abutting owners on the 
Lake-Front. The tormer desire the immediate 
use of the harbor; the latter an opportunity 
to improve their property and make it a 
source of income to them. The result of the 
meeting of the committee tomorrow afternoon 
will be ooked for with interest by the people.

LOCAL POLITICS. 


THE YOUNG DEMOCRACY’'S PROPOSED NEW 
CONSTITUTION. 

An informal discussion was held by members 
of the Committee on Political Action of the 
Young Democracy at the Sherman House last 
night, there being no quorum for a formal 
meeting. President Poulson submitted a new 


constitution for the organization, which will, in 
all probability, be adopted as soon as a quorum 
can be convened. The principal feature of the 
new coostitution will be the following: 
There will be no precinct cluba, but one reo- 
ognized club in each ward or Commissioner's 
District and the Town of. Lake. The Young 
Democracy will have authority to call conven- 
tions whenever it is deemed advisable to nom- 
nate candidates for public office. Five deie- 
gates shall be sent from each village club to 
constitute a central club for the district, which 
s to hold the same relation to the organization 
asa ward club. The representation in the 
Central Council will be either on the basis of 
the Democratic vote at the last Presi- 
dential election or by giving each ward 
and district two delegates independent of 
the Democratic vote. Any Democrat may 
become a member of the ciub in the district 
or ward where he reaides by bemg elected by 
the recognized ciub ot that district or ward. 
Each ward clubis to bave entire jurisdiction 
over its members. The elections of delegates 
shall be held in January of every year and the 
annual conventions for the election of officers 
the third Thursday in September. The village 
clubs shail bave power to remove delegates 
from the district committee. All retired or re- 
tiring Presidents shall be bonorary members 
of the organization. The new constitution 
shall be subject to adopuon by a two-thirds 
majority at a meeting of the Central Council 
and of ut least fifteen ward and district clubs. 
A commiitee was appointed to report on the 
new constitumon to a meeting of the counvil 
next Wednesday.

Speaking of Montreal 
scourge last evening Mayor Beaugrand 
said that he bei.eved one month more 
would see small-pox about eradicated from the 
city, and that by the coming spring it will have 
recovered entirely from the blighting effects of 
the scourge. Owing to the scare there will be 
noice carnival this winter, however, beyond 
merely a local affair. He depiored very 
much the statements sent to the 
American press about the uncleauliness 
of the French-Canadians. In Montreal,“ 
ne said, the working classes are 
Frencb-Canadians, Who naturally’ fall 
victims of the epidemic as do the working 
classes everywhere whether they are Germans, 
Swedes, or Irish. There are no more cleanly 
people in the world than are the French-Cana- 
dians. The main opposition to vaccination 
came from several uniortunate cases early in 
the season where bad vaccine was used, and 
the people became frightened, but the anti- 
vaccination feeling was not a question 
of race, for the only paper advocating 
a resistance to vaccination was published in 
Eng@iieh. The fact is small-pox took us un- 
awares, but now we are in a condition to con- 
trol it. Since the cases have been isolated 
new cases have diminished 25 per cent a 
Weck. 

What is the excitement over Kie.’s execu- 
tion going to amount to?”’

RING-RULED NEW ORLEANS. 


The Mayor of the City Indicted for Extor- 
tion in Office—A Grand Jury’s Start- 
ling Report. 


New Orteans, La., Dec. 4.—[Special.]—The 
grand jury today found a true bill against J. 
v. Guillotte, Mayor of the city, for extortion 
in office. The alleged offense was committed 
some years ago, when be was Ulerk of Court. 
The grand jury submitted their final report 
and were discharged. In their report they say: 

The City Government is fearfully dominated by 
ring rule, and city affairs generally in a wofully 
dilapidated condition. The police department is 
a wretched affuir—insufficient, inefficient, and et- 
fete. With hoodlumism rampant throughout every 
portion of the city by day and burglars plying 
their avocation throughout the night, the city is in 
a deplorable condition, and every citizen’s house 
is liable tc be entered any hour of the night or 
day. his family insuited and house robbed, unless 
there is male protection on the premises ready and 
armed for resistance. The streete are in a feur- 
ful condition of negiect and filthy beyond descrip- 
tion. 


From an Official statement furnished by Mr. Fitz- 
patrick we found bis force wholly inadequate, as 
is the appropriation for the maintenance of the de- 
partment. 

A remedy for all these evils is a new city 

charter, which the citizens should cali on the 
next Legisiature to give them. They recom- 
mend the reorgunization of the police under 
what is known as the Metropolitan Police bill. 
Civil-service reform should be applied in a! its 
amplitude to every department of State, par- 
ish, and city government. The Judges of the 
Criminal District Courts should be appointed 
tor life or good behavior, and thus placed 
beyond the contingency of political changes. 
Among other recommendations the grand jury 
say: 
* To the discredit and disgrace of the State be it 
said. there is no law to punish seduction, which ts 
tearfully prevalent in this community, and where 
there is lers justification for it than in any city on 
the continent. A law should be passed making the 
penalty the same as now attached tothe crime of 
rape, for the difference between the two offenses is 
too slight to warrant a change in the penalty. Such 
a law would prevent much of the justifiable biood- 
shed which generally follows the detiowering of a 
member of a man’s family. 

As the law on concealed weapons cannot be 
effectually enforced, it should be abrogated alto- 
gether, for it is an absurdity to allow the law- 
breaker to go armed and shoot down or stab to 
death the law-abiding, unarmed citizen. Put all 
on an equality by allowing every man to arm as he 
pleases and the evil will right itself.

ARRESTED FOR ILLEGAL FENCING—THE BEX-

The officials tonight admitted the correctness 
of the charge of conspiracy of the Mormons 
with these women. 

SeaTrie, W. T., Dec. 4.—A dispute regarding 
the disposition of twenty-five Chinamen smug- 
gied from British Columbia was brought to a 
close yesterday by summary action on the part 
of the United States authorities. These China- 
men were found some months ago on a rock in 
the Straits of Fuca, where they had been 
abandoned. They were brought before a 
United States Commissioner and the Marshal 
was ordered to escort them buck to 
British Columbia. The authorities of that 
province refused to receive them without the 
payment of $50 per bead. They have since 
been confined in the United States Pen.tentiary 
on MeNeu's Island. Monday last Judge Green 
instructed United States Marshal George to 
escort them across the boundary line and leave 
them in British Columbia, without regard to 
the protest of the British Columbian autbori- 
ties. They were then turned loose, baving pre- 
viously been supplied with provisions for sev- 
eral days. The heathens started at once for 
New Westminster, having no desire to return 
to the United States. 

Bozeman, Mont., Dec. 4.—Joseph Jando 
placed his 1l-year-old daughter in a bouse of 
prostitution and told the landlady to educate 
her in the profession, which she did.

BURRUS’ VICTIM. 
POLICE-LIEUT, HUBBARD HAS A TALK WITH 
MISS WALTER—HER RECOVERY IMPOSSI-

Police-Lieut. Hubbard returned during the 
afternoon from Ei Paso, this State, where be 
went with Assistant State’s-Attorney Baker for 
the purpose of getting a deposition from Miss 
Lilian Waiter, who, with ber sister, Mrs. Rey 
Goode, was shot about six weeks ago 
by Asba J. Burrus as they were icaving 
R. G. Dun & Co.'s commercial agency 
on Monroe street, where they were 
employed. Mies Walter was conscious when 
her visitors aicived, though ber condition ‘s 
otherwise the greater portion of the time. The 
bullet has not been extracted from her bead. 
and the pus accumulates so rapidiy in the 
wound that her condition is generally com- 
atose. Consciousness is only restored by an 
operation which relieves the wound of the 
accumulation. Her recovery is said to be 
impossibie, but as it is thougbt that she 
may linger for some time a sworn staiement 
was not taken. She appeared quite pleased to 
see ber callers, and in talking about the occur 
rence said that Burrus bad no cause for the 
assault, for neither ber sister nor herself bad 
spoken to him for two years. The only dif- 
ficulty they ver bad was the misunderstand- 
ing about the gold pen in St. Paul until he 
insulted them in the Chicago office. 
This was when some one in the 
office spoke of them as ladies, and Burrus re- 
torted: Do you call those —— —— ludies?’’ 
They reported this remark to the manager. and 
Burrus accepted a dismiesal from the office 
rather than apologize. Sue denied that either 
ge or ber sister had ever addressed aur let- 
ters to Mrs. Burrus, and d sc.aimed ant know. 
edge of the anonymous, communications re- 
b. ved by that woman which reflected discredit 
upon her husband's character with the al.eged 
object.of creating trouble between husband 
and wife. If the young women live more than 
100 days Burrus can only be indicted for man- 
slaughter. Tue bullet bas been extracted from 
Mrs. Goode’s cheek.

THAT ALLEGED AKSON, 


CLEMENS ACKERMAN, THE PRINCIPAL WIT- 
NESS, ARRESTED—HOW OFFICER REID 
FOUND MR. SIMON. 

Clemens Ackerman, the principal witness for 
the State in the arson case against Peter Frank- 
enbach and Nicbo as Simon, now undergoing 
examination befcre Justice Woodman, was ar- 
rested as soon as be left the witness-stand on a 
warrant charging him with arson, sworn out 
by Fire-Inspector Shay.

GIGANTIC LAND FRAUDS. 


The Startling Revelations Contained in the 
Report of Land-Commissioner 
Sparks. 


Wasurnetos, D. C., Dec. 4.—William A. J. 
Sparks. Commiss.oner of the General Land- 
Office, in bis annua) report makes the following 
statements:

During tne last fiscal year the sales, entries, and 
selections of public land under various acts of Con- 
gress relating thereto embrace 20,113,663 37 acres, 
and of Indian lands 881,850.21 acres, making a total 
of 20,995,513.58 acres, being a decrease. us compared 
with the year 1884. of 6,585,656.41 acres, and an in- 
crease over the year 1888 of 1.565. 480. 78 acres- The 
receipts from the disposals of public lands are $7,- 
686,114; from sales of Indian lands, $033,483; a total 
ot $8,619,598, being a decrease, as compared with 
the year 1834, of $4,159,582, and with 1 of $3,086,- 
167, to which is to be added $8,821 for certified 
copies of records furnished by the General Land- 
Office, making the total receipts for the year from 
all sources 88.628.420. The pablic surveys during 
the year embraced over 31,000,000 acres. 

The widespread belief of the peopie of this coun- 
try that the Land Department has been very largely 
conducted to tue advantage of speculstion and 
monopoly. private and corpornte, rather than in 
the public interest, 1 have found supported by 
developments in every branch of the service. It 
seems that the prevailing ides running through this 
Office and those subordinate to it was that the 
Government had no distinctive rights to be con- 
sidered and no special! interests to protect; hence, 
as between tne Government and spoilers of the 
public domain, the Government usually had the 
worst of it. lam satisfied that thousands of claims 
without foundation in law and equity, involving 
millions of acres of public land, have been an- 
nually passed to patent upon the single proposi- 
tion that nobody but the Government had any ad- 
verse interest. The vast machinery of the Land 
Department appeursto have been devoted to the 
chief result of conveying the title of 
the United States to public lands upon 
fraudulent entries under strained constructions of 
imperfect public-land laws and upon illegal ciaims 
under public and private grants. That such loose- 
ness in the administration of truste of the magni- 
tude of railroad land grants should have resulted. 
in excessive allowances to companies claiming all 
land within the possibilities of their reach was in- 
evitable. An adjustment of the grant for the Ala- 
bawa & Florida Railroad in Alabama, now about 
completed, shows that the granted limits were 
overdrawn to the amount of 27,723.36 acres, or at 
the rate of 245 acres per mile. An average over- 
withdrawal of the six-mile limits of the grant for 
the Winona 4 St. Peter Road in Minnesota is 
shown at the rate of about 480 acres per mile, mak- 
ing a total enlargement of the grant in original 
limits to the amountof nearly 150,000 acres, besides 
a further enlargement of indemnity iimits amount- 
ing to some 50.,000 acres. Of the excess approvais 
for this road., as before noted, over 200,000 
acres are found to de outside of a1 
limits. An accarate measurement of 
a section of forty miles of the granted 
limits of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé road in 
Kansas shows that 17,000 acres have been treated 
as granted lands for that length of road which were 
outside of the true line of the ten-mile limit of the 
grant; and further computations show that the 
overdrawn lands on the whole line will aggregate 
about 300,000 acres, or at the rate of 600 acres per 
mile. Overwithdrawals for the Missouri, Kansas 
& Texas Road, in Kansas, are indicated at the rate 
of about 500 acres por mile. The lines of the grant 
for the Kansas Pacitic Road are shown to 
to have been generally widened from half a 
mile to a mile and a haif throughout its 
entire length, with larger sdditions at certain 
points. Atthe Denverterminus of the Kansas 
Pacific and Denver Pucitic Roads, a body of 
land embracing upward of 200.000 acres, 
situated entirely beyond the termini of the 
xTrants and not embraced in either of 
them, are found included in the previous designa- 
tion and withdrawals of granted lands. Odd-nuni- 
bered sections of these public lands have been 
patented to the companies, and even-numbered 
sections held at double minimum price. Prelim- 
inary examinations of otuer grants indicate that all 
have been more or less overdrawn, The earlier 
withdrawals, in States where the public lands had 
been surveyed and the withdrawais projected on 
townsbip maps, were more closely calculated than 
those of later date. Digerences appear to have 
broadened as time progressed, particularly in the 
larger grants. Present estimates are that the aver- 
age rate per mile ot road at which lands have been 
overdrawn will reach 500 acres per mile. The total 
lecgth of constructed and unconstructed land- 
grant road for which withdrawals have been made 
exceeds 70,000 miles. At an average rate of 50) 
acres per mile the aggregate area of overdrawn 
lands will amount to 10,000,000 acres, which vast 
amount has hitherto been treated as the absolute 
property of the corporations, but is in fact public 
land of the United States, recoverable to the pub- 
lic domain. 

When I assumed the duties of this office, ap- 
plications for suits to set aside patents on ground 
of fraud, where the patents had been issued as 
late as the 3d of March, 1885, had already been pre- 
sented. Reports of special agents, registers, and 
receivers, und Inspectors of Surveyors-General 
and local land-offices, communications from United 
States Attorneys and other officials, and letters 
from public men and privaie citizens throughout 
the country, were laid before me, all detailing one 
common story of widespread, persistent, public- 
land robbery committed under guise ofthe various 
forms of public land entry. In many sections of 
the country, notably throughout regions domi- 
nated by cattie-raising interests—the vast area 
lying west of the ninety-ninth meridian—exami- 
nations, wherever made, had developed at ail 
points that entries were chiefly fictitious and 
fraudulent and made in bulk through concerted 
methods adopted by organizations that had 
parceled ont the country among themselves and 
were maintaining seized possessions of unentered 
lands by boundaries and ineloesures defended by 
armed riders and protected against immigration 
und settlement by systems of espionage and in- 


In otber cases, as in farming regions approrxi- 


with entries made for the purpose of selling the 
claims to others, or by entries procured for the ac- 
quisition of lands in large bodies. 

Again, in timbered regions, the forests were be- 
ing approvriated by domestic and foreign oorpora- 
tions through suborned entries made in fraud and 
evasions of law. Newly-discovered coal-fields 
were being seized and possessed in like manner. 

As a measure, as it appeared to me, of indis- 
pensable precaution, I notified the several divis- 
ions of this office that final action should be sus- 
pended upon entries made in States and Territo- 
ries in which the greater degree ot fraud had been 
developed, and where the larger disposabie area of 
public lands remained. The resuit of this action 


met with hearty upproval from bona fide settlers. 
I have caused lists of suspended entries to be 
placed in the hands of special agents for examina-

THOSE MISSING REGISTRY BOOKS. 


NO ONE ABLE TO CLEAR UP THE MYSTERY 
SURROUNDING THEIR DISAPPEARANCE. 
The receipt in the possession of the County 
Clerk, for the missing poll books, signed with 
United States Attorney Tutbili’s name, was 
written by Mr. Bowles, one of his deputies. 
Mr. Bowles bas no recollection of the matter, 
however, and could not explain how it happen- 
ed to be dated Jan. 19, when the trial in which 
they were used was concluded the 17th. c It 
baving been suggested that the books might 
bave been left in the care of the Clerk of the 
Court, Clerk Drummond was interviewed, He 


stated positively that the books were never 
put in bis charge, and that he bad never seen 
them except when they were used upon the 
witness-stand. 

The diss nes of the poll-list proper is 

more inexplicable than the loss of the regis- 
ters. The receipt in the County Clerk's vaults 
calls for the poll- registers. The poll-book—or 
poll-list, more properly—is also missing, 
Mr. Kirby, the Deputy County Clerk who took 
the books to the court, stated toa TRIBUNE 
reporter that it was the poll-iists which he took 
over. Chester M. Dawes, the Assistant United 
States Attorney, and the other lawyers who 
participated in the trial, say, bowever, that 
only the registers and not the poll-books were 
in court. Mr. Ki by was reminded of these 
facts yesterday, and he then said that he did 
not know positively whether the poll-lists were 
taken Over or not. 

Is there no other way ia which they might 
have been lost?“ was asked. 

Mr. Kirby replied that the poll-lists were 
loaned last June to the judges of the judicial 
election to be used in making up the new reg- 
istration boos. Louis Maizacher, one of the 
juages at che June election, stated that the 
register was made up then without any refer- 
ence to this poll-book, and that they did not 
have it. 

It is possible that the book was lost by Mr. 
Harvey Luse, who has been clerk ot the jury 
fur seme years, until the Ist of the 
present month. Mr. Luse was in 
the babit of borrowing five or six poll-lists 
from different wards wben he bad to make out 
a jury panel, and no receipt was ever left with 
the County C.erk for them by him at any time. 
The loss of the poil-iists, however, is notso im- 
portact. But the poll registers were import- 
ant as evidence, and, to use United States At- 
torney Tuthill's remark, contained important 
criminal evidence against Mr. Wilham J. 
Clingen. These were missed immediately 
after the conclusion of atrial that resulted in 
a disagreement of the jury, and the deteud- 
ants bad no assurance that a new would 
not occur at which these books w be used 
against the m. 


THE ELECTION LAW. 


FORMAL DOCUMENTS WHICH ARE NECES- 
SARY IN TESTING ITS OONSTITUTION- 
ALITY. 

The first step toward testing the constitu- 
tionality of the new Election law was taken 
yesterday, the legal papers being prepared, 
and today they will be filed in court. There 
will be two cases, both being necessary in or- 
der to cover all the points involved. Oneisa 


quo warranto proceeding. In this Mr. H. B. 
Hurd will represent the petitioner, and A. M. 
Pence and Wiiliam: C. Goudy the Commission- 
ers. The otherisan injunction suit against 
City Treusurer Devine. The comp.ainant will 
also be represented by Mr. Hurd, while Cor- 
poration Counsel Winston will defeno the 
Treasurer. All the proceedings in the lower 
courts will be pro forma. 

In the petition for leave to file a quo war- 
ranto Julius 8. Grinnell, State’s-Attorney of 
Cook County, represents that rrancis A. Hoff- 
man Jr., Samuel B. Raymond, and Daniel 
Corkery bave usurped and are now unlawfully 
exercising the office of Election Commissioners 
‘and ol a Board of Election Commssioners in 
Chicago and the Town of Lake, while in fact 
there 14 no jaw authorizing or establisbing any 
such office; that they have taken oaths of office 
and demanded and received of the County Clerk 
all registry-books, poll-books, tally-sheets, and 
ballot-boxes in bis bands, and are proceeding to 
provide ballot-boxes, registry-books, and poll- 
books for the city elecuons, and to make a 
general registration of voters. They are 
going, it is stated, to divide the city and the 
Town of Lake into precincts, to appoint places 
of registry and pollmg-places in each precinct 
abd to appoint election judges, and they assert 
that they have the exciusiye right to control 
the elections according to the new law. By 
means whereof it 1s apprehended that great 
disorder and confusion wil reign in the unfort- 
unate County of Cook unless the rightfulness 
of the Commissioners’ claims is speedily passed 
upon. Leave is therefore asked to file an in- 
formation in the nature of a quo warranty to 
try the right of the Commissiovers to their 
office. 

This application will be made in the Criminal 
Court. The leave asked for will be granted by 
the court, and the information, which is sub- 
stant ally the same as the petition, will be fled, 
Mr. Pence will then put ina plea setting out 


that the Commissioners were appointed under 


the act of the Legisiature. Mr. Hurd will de- 
mur on tne ground that the act is unoonstitu- 
tional. Whereupon judgment will be entered 
dismissing the petition, the effect being to sus- 
tain the law. 

William G. Wetherell, in his bill to be filed in 
the Circuit Court, alleges that he is a taxpayer 
of the city, and that it 1s the duty of William 
M. Devine as Treasurer thereof to receive and 
safely keep all moneys coming to his bands; 
the Election Law wus adopted Nov. 3 by a 
vote of 384,000 to 17,700, and Francis A. 
Hoffman Jr., Samuel B. Raymond, and Daniel 
Corkery were appointed Commussioners, and 
met Nov. 28 for the purpose of organizing. It 
is turther set forth that the Commissioners 
have incurred large expenses for office rent 
and stationery, for the payment of which the 
County Judge bas already drawn bis warrant 
upon the City Treasurer, who is about to pay 
the same, and will pay all other similiar ex- 
penses that may arise. Ihe complainant, bav- 
ing been advised that the statute estabi.sning 
the Ejection law is unconstitational, prays the 
court to issue a writ o! injunction restraining 
City-Treasurer Devine from paying any of the 
bills of the Commissioners. 

To this Mr. Winston will fle a demurrer, as- 
Signing as a special reason for demurrer that 
the eleouon lew is valid and constitudonal. 
This will de sustained, and the bili disimissea. 
The effect of this ruling is the same as in the 
other case. In both the burden is upon the 
opponents of the law. 

Ordinarily the cases would not reach the 
Supreme Court until it met in Ottawa in March, 
but by agreement they are to be taken to the 
Central Grand Division, the Court meeting 
in Springtield in January. The arguments will 
be made as eurly as possibie in that manth, 
and an early decision is expected. In the 
meantime the Commissioners will go right 
along and do their work, as it must be com- 
pleted sixty days prior to the April election. 

The Election Comm ssioners met yesterday 
and formally appo.nted Tim Crean chief clerk. 
He will enter upon the discharge of bis duties 
Monday morning. The city was divided into 
three sections, of six wards each, the intention 
being to select toree deputies and let them cut 
up the territories into election Gistricts, the 
work to be done under the supervision of the 
Commissioners. A large room on the third 
floor of the City-Hall has been secured for a 
permanent office. 


FATHAR AND SON KILLED, 


THE FRIGHTFUL RESULTS OF A RUNAWAY 
4 ON A WISCONSIN FARM. 

Kenosna, Wis., Dec. 4.—Between 5 and 6

GRAND TRUNK CHANGES. 

ToRORTO, Ont., Dec. 4.—/Special.}—It is said 
that some important changes and a consider- 
able reduction in the staff of the engineering 
and mechanical departments of the Grand 
Trunk Railway bave been decided upon.

A FURIOUS GALE AND BLINDING SNOW- 
STORM PRBEVAIL-—THE BRITTAIN AT 
WHITE LAKE—GENERAL NEWS. 

The season of lake navigation was abruptly ter- 
minated last night by the most furious gale that 
has been experienced in many years. The storm. 
made itself manifest early in the afternoon, when 
a Gerce snow squall swept up the lake from the 
north. About dark the gale set in, and at 10 o'clock 
Capt. McKay at the Water-Works crib said the 
wind was biowing at the rate of sixty-eight miles 
an hour. The only arrivais were the Goodrich 
steamer and the steam-barge Michael Groh. The 
latter came in at 10 o'clock. No tugs ventured 
outside. Apprebensions are felt for the safety of 
a large number of vessels that are known to be 
outside. Among the vessels on the lake bound for 
Chicago are props B. W. Blanchard, George Spen- 
cer, and R. A. Packer, coat-iaden, and the lumber 
schrs Mercury, Ida, Isabella Sands, Arendall, G.

THE STORM AT MILWAUKEE. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 4.—[Special.]—A north- 
erly blizzard prevails tonight, the wind reaching a 
velocity of fifty miles an hour on the lake. Grave 
apprehensions are felt for the safety of several ves- 
seisdue bere. During last hight the northwest gale 
subsided, and the wind freshened up from the 
southeast, with a heavy sea running early this 
morning. The tug Mortord got away with we Ot- 
tawa for Grand Haven, the prop Portage for Buf- 
falo, and the steam-barge C. W. Moore and scow 
South Side for down the lake. The last two 
ran back, but the Portage has not returned. 
During this forenoon the wind freshened up from 
the north and early in the alternvoh was accom- 
panied by a snuw-storm, which continued through- 
out the afternoon, and by evening the snow came in 
sheets. The wind increased to fifty miles an hour 
and continues with unabated fury, although the 
snow-storm bas nearly subsided, and it is getting 
very coid. Among the vessels for which there are 
fears is the sehr Rob Roy, due here from 
Sister Bay. If she was outside this afternoon 
it would have been impossible for her to make a 
port with the snow-storm. The tug Coe is lying at 
the pier tonight in the hopes of sighting her. The 
Odd-Fellow, Dan Mabee, and M. N. Dunham ere 
also supposed to be out, andthe prop Lawrence 
and steam-barge Thompson Kingford were proba- 
bly caught by the gale in midiake. The schrs Lydia 
E. Raesser and Leo put into Port Washington this 
morning. and a tug ieft for them, but was forced 
back from Fox Point. The vessels ere somewhat 
exposed and may suffer damage. The schrs Mock- 
ing Bird and Morning Star, loaded for Chicago. are 
in bere for shelter. The prop W. J. Averill is 
awaiting weather to leave for Chteago. The steam- 
— Thomas W. Palmer will also go to Chicago to

THE R. C. BRITTAIN SAFE. 

WHITEHALL, Mich, Dec. 4.—[{Special.]—The 
prop R. C. Brittain, reported lost, arrived here at 
8 o'clock this afternoon. She left Chicago at 4 
o’clock Wednesday afternoon. That night she en- 
countered a furious gale and attempted to make 
one or the east shore ports for shelter. Heavy 
seas were running, and being deeply loaded she 
made such bad weather of it that the seas swept 
completely over her. Part of her cabin was car- 
ried away and her only mast went by the board. 
Fearing the steamer would go to the bottom Capt. 
Campbell pluckily headed her for Holland, and at 
8 o'clock ursday morning arrived of that port. 
An effort was made to get her inside the channel, 
but the gale drove ber onto the south pier, carry- 
ing away about one-haif of her bulwarks on the 
starboard side. She then fell off into the trough of 
the sea and drifted stern first onto the beach, 
where her wheel was broken. She pounded heav- 
ily on sandy bottom for a few minutes, When her 
engine was thrown wide open, and by an almost 
superhuman effort she was got inside the harbor. 
Capt. Campbell said it was the closest call he ever 
experienced. He estimates the damage at $1,000. 
The Brittain will not leave again. The wind is 
blowing a iurious gale tonight, and a heavy snow- 
storm prevails. 

SAUGATUOK, Mich., Dee. 4.—[Speciai.]|—About 
noon yesterday a citizen of Laketown found two 
pilot-house doors, a pail rack, three pails, all bear- 
ing the name R. C. Brittain. They were found 
three miles north of the Saugatuck piers. Some- 
thing resembling a pilot-house or cabin was seen 
in the lake, but was not picked up. Several thou- 
sand feet of lumber, 6ix to tweive inches wide, and 
ten to fourteen feet long, was among other wreck- 
age that came ashore. The crew of the tug 
Charmer are sure they saw the Brittain come out 
of Helland and steam north this morning, but said 
her mast was gone. 

The A. B. Taylor arrived from Chicago this aft- 
ernoon, but the weather was so thick she could not 
have seen any wreckage had she passed it. She 
was some time trying to fund te port. It has been 
snowing here for four hours and still continues, so 
that anything floating on the lake could not be 
seen.

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A Complete Table of Disasters to Shipping During the Season of Navi- 
gation, Together with a List of New Tonnage and Other 
Statistical Information, 


The season of lake navigation for 1885 is practically at an end. Veseel-owners say that it 
has been the most unprofitable year they have ever experienced. This is no doubt true. From 
the opening of navigation up to the present time treights have been scarce and carrying rates 
discouragingly low. Asa result vessel property bas suffered a marked depreciation in value, 
and it is almost impossible to newotiate loans with no other security than bulls and rigging. But 
vesselmen have much to be thankful for even though floating property has not paid handsome 
dividends on the capital invested. Freights have been in a badly demoralized vorditon, but 
vessels have bad little to contend with in the shape of bad weather. On the contrary, the 
weather bas been particularly favorable for lake navigation. Very few severe gales have 
occurred, and there has been no prolonged storm like those that swept so much valu- 
able property out of existence the two preceding seasons. The first gale of any conse 
quence occurred Sept. 8, during which a number of low grade sail craft were battered to 
pieces. The echooner Advance Was capsized near Sheboygan during this storm, and all but one 
of her crew of six perished. At the same time the scow Milton went to pieces off Two Rivers, 
ana not one of her crew of five, including three brothers, escaped. These disasters, however, 
sink into almost insignificance when compared with the {frightful loss of life that occurred on 
Leake Superior Nov. 7, when the steel passengar steamer Algoma, one of the finest and most ex- 
pensive vessels on the lakes, was dashed to pieces on the rooks at Isle Royale. Forty-eight men, 
women, and children were swept into the sea and drowned. The months of October and No- 
vember, which are generally accompanied by disastrous gales, have this year been almost as fa- 
vorable for navigation as the midsummer months. The storm of last night, however, will prob- 
ably put an end to further vessel movements. | 

Sixty vessels passed out of existence during the year, involving a loss of $1,016,200. Of 
these twenty-two were steam and thirty-eight were sail. Twenty-two went ashore and pounded 
to pieces, nineteen were destroyed by fire, fourteen foundered, four capsized and were broken 
up by the seas, and one was blown into epiinters by the explosion of her boilers. Twenty-five 
were wrecked on Lake Michigan, ten on Lake Huron, six on Lake Superior, six on Lake Erie, 
and thirteen on Lake Ontario. With the loss of these sixty vessels seventy-four lives perished. 
The classification of the lost tonnage, according to the Inland Lioyd’s for 1885, was as follows: 
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Out of the sixty vessels given in the list of total losses the ages of eight are unknown. The 
combined ages of the remaining fifty-two are 877 years, an average of 16 45-52 years to each 
The following tabie shows their ages:

The following table of disasters on the lakes inciudes only vessels on which there was a 
partial loss involved, and which are still in exis tence, although the damage to several, including 
wrecking expenses, amounts to a constructive total loss. Among others mentioned in the table 
that come under the head of eonstructive total loss are the Quebec, Elgin, George Sherman, 
Moselle, and George M. Case. These vessels, however, will doubtless be rebuilt and sold by the 
insurance companies, Higbty-6ix vessels are given in the tabie as partial losses, of which 33 
met with mishaps on Lake Michigan, 23 on Lake Huron, 21 on Lake Superior, II on Lake Erfe, 
and 8 on Lake Ontario.

ARGUMENTS FOR A NEW TRIAL FOR MUL- 
KOWSEL 

The arguments on the motion for a new trial 
for Frank Mulkowski, Mrs. Kledzieck’s slayer.

that was said. 

John W. Byam, Mulkowski's lawyer, occu- 
pied the floor from 10:45 to 11:80, reading his 
argument from a tablet printed with a type- 
writer. He said the evidence obtained in the 
case was insufficient to warrant conviction; 
that there existed a reasonable doubt of the 


defendant's guilt; that error was committed 
in allowing the State to prove Mrs. Kled- 


zieck’s pregnancy and allege what the 
indictment. did not, ** that a dou- 
ble murder was committed; that 


the prisoner was unfairly treated by State’s- 
Attorney Gr.nnell when he sad to the jury: 
“The twelve men who tried the Italian case, 
notwithstanding the prisoners’ appeal for 
mercy by pleadmg guilty, bad the moral 
courage to hang the cuiprits’’: that a new 
trial should be granted because the prisoner 
was entirely friendless, with the whole peopie 
of Illinois crying out for bis blood because they 
thought him guilty. 

State’s-Atiorney Grinnell said the fact of the 
condition of the deceased was a proper matter 
to prove. It was as competent to refer to the 
Italian case as it was for the defense to call up 
the Webster case and dilate on circumstantial 
evidence.

THINES THE NORTHWEST TERRITORY BEN- 
EFITED BY RIEL’S EXECUTION. 

Jobn Norquay, the Premier of Manitoba, in 
a tour through the States reached the Palmer 
yesterday, and to a reporter for Tun TRIBUNE 
talked freely of the politics of his region. The 
Macdonald Government, he said, was greatly 
strengthened by the execution of Riel, whose 
reprieve would have been the worst kind of a 
political blunder.

have no provision for tie careful execution of 
the laws by regularly-constituted public offi- 
cers. Wen any vith) question cohnedted with 
trade comes up in our Legislatures a lobby is 
always on hand to protect manufacturers’ 
guilds and other corporations, while the people 
are at the mercy too often of a class of legis- 
laters who are only too Willing to do anything 
that will bring them. money. Thus we have 
laws on food adulteration stringént in the ex- 
tréme, but with no provis on for carrying them 
out by pubiie officers paid by the State; or, 
they are drawn in such a manner as to be pal- 
pably unconstitutional—as, for instance, those 
of the State of New York, or that sapient law 
of a New England State that provided for col- 
oring adulterated or bogus butter red. 

The remedy for food adulteration lies ia 
this country in jaws that, while. they protect 
the honest producer, af the same time provide 
means for prompt! reaching the adulterator. 
In relation to a higher class of dairy products 
generally the groundwork lies with the pro- 
adueer. The makers must be experts, and 
goods must be sold on . their «merits with the 
distinct brand of tne producer, who will thus 
be responsible; and for his..iategrity be will 
receive a highér price for his goods than those 
not so guaranteed will bring. There is as 
much need of dairy schoois in the West as in 
Europe. 

It is to be hoped that the next Legisiature of 
Iumo s will frame a bill that. while just to the 
producers of pure dairy products, will not be 
unjust to producers of articles of food made 
directly from animal fate... But it must aleo 
de wouaranteed that any preparation of lard or 
tallow to be used as food shal) de of the same 
quality a& meats.for consumption. The prod- 
uct of the greuse tanks must be kept d:stinct. 
‘Tite cousumer now bas no guerantee except 
the integrity of the manufacturer. 

Lah ee at gy of a member of Congress 
from Missouri, Hateh, at the late Butter, 
Cnéése, and Egg Convestion, that alle ed but- 
te produets made trom iard or tallow or its 
products, or combinations or adulterations of 
butter, be put under the internal-revenue laws 
of the United States was pertinent. In this 
light it migut not be considered objectionable 
that butter and cheese-.factories come under 
the same oantegory. It would not burt the 
bonest producers, but it would raise the stand- 
ard of dairy products. Aduiteration of butter 
with animal fats cannot be discovered except 
by direct or q mica! tests. manu- 
facturer may sell butterine and oleomargarine 
mixed with butter or neutral tor what they 
are.

Classification of animals as to tribe, genus, 
species, breed, Variety, strain, crogs, by brid, 
and mongrel is too little understood even by 
many inteil gent breedérs.. A species is con- 
stant In füllt all the conditions necessary 
to reproduction alike in all general respects. 
A genus 18 an assemblage of species possessing 
certain characters in common, by whieh they 
are distinguished from all others, and ie sub- 
ordinate to tribe or sub-tribe. The genus 
equus constitutes several species in domestica- 
tion, including the borse and ass, and we mule 
as a bybrid een the two, itseif infertile. 
Hence the progeny between two épecies of a 
genus ig a mule.({hybrid) throughout animated 
nature ad plan.. n 

AS to K.ees, all cattle, for instance, are 
varieties oi the genus bas, of the species tau- 
rus. When two varieties are so long bred to- 
gather us to breed meastirabiy constant us to 
characteristics they may de called a breed— 
that is, arace or progeny from the éame pu- 
rents or stock 

A strain of stock is a breed, or sub-family 
of a breed, in which certain points are intensi- 
fied and perpetuated through strong hereditary 
as certain strains of stock, strams of 
Short-Horns, thorougudbred horses, ets, 

The word hybrid is oftep ‘confounded with 
mongrel. A mongrelisan animal descénded 
from two or more pareuts themselves of mixed 
but inferior blood—in fact, a degenerate ant 
mal. The common mixed cattie of a country 
are mongrels. Variation in domestic, animais 
is c-nstintiv going on. The unscientific breed- 
er seeks not to keep a breed within the distinct 
lines of the andestors. The scientific breeder 
does, and througt careful! mating and as careful 
selection perpetuates and intensifies the supe- 
rior pointe of excelignee. 


STOCK MORTALITY IN GREAT BRITAIN. 

From late British returns it is found for the 
year euding June 4, 1885, that of 682,893 cattle 
born in EBogldhd 134,941 ded of disease. Of 
sheep. the number born was 2,699,417, and the 
number that died was 443,381. Of pigs, the 
number born was 1,851,819. and the mortality 
amounted to 174,880. In Wales the number of 
cattle born was 147,704, died 18,482; sheep 
born 545,958, died 98,101; and pigs bora 284.819, 
died 26,728. In Scotiand the number of cattle 
born was 241,812, died 39,676; sheep born 1,613,- 
918, died 296,609; pigs born, 200.004, died 22,330, 
The total for Great Britain ¢bows that 1,072,409 
cattle were born and 198,056 died; of sheep 
4,859,208 were born and 838,001 died; aad of 
pigs 1,786,782 were Dorn and 225,488 died. 

This is not only a fearful mortality for the 
whole country, but it shows sources of a e 
in Eugland stil which are terrible te cdntem- 
plate. The United States Government may 
take warning not to admit the pests of Euro- 
pean stock to this country. 9

BED-MAKING AND BED-COVERINGS.

The proverb “There’s a right and a wrong 
way at doing .eversthing cannot be applied 
more appositip to any branch of household 
management than to the art of bed-making. 
The term is used advisedly. Bed-making is an 
art to which careful study should be given—a 
fact not appreciated by the majority of housge- 
wives.

In 
this respect a more just view was taken by 
that opponent of the bigber education of wom- 
an who declared that mental culture was of no 
value in that most important business of fem- 
in ine existence—securing a husband—and aad- 
ed that no woman who could sweep a ficor, 
cook a beefsteak, or make a bed need ever re- 
main single except from choice. : )

be put into ‘daily use in the home there is | 
ground for hope that the next generation may 
be favored with reeligations of comfart known 
to but few of the present time. Not. that the 
discomfort ts active. The hypersensitiveness 
of the Princess ‘who proved ber title to zen- 
tility dy recognising the presence of the three 
peas under the forty feather beds is happily 
of uncommon occurrence. By far the greater 
number of sleepers have versed a tougbening 
apprenticeship that rendered them blissfully 
oblivious of knobby mattresses, lumpy villows, 
and creased sheets. Ot these was the thriity 
housewife who urged using rough-dried sheets | 
as a means of saving labur to the laundress, a 
course which may well be cataloged with the 
advice sometimes given to sleep between the 


biankets in cold weather, thus eschewing sheets 
entirely durmg the winter months. 

Without wasting time in discussing these ex- 
treme theories the: student of modes of en- 
banctng home comfort may turn her attention 
to beds as they. are and as tney ought to be. 
No violent changes are necessary in order to 
achieve the pertect couch. In this day the 
woven wire spring is. an aimost.invariable ac 
companiment to a bedstead. beds are 
relegated to the yarret, or, if permitted to re- 
main in the inhabited part of the house, are 
only used as a makeshift for springs wien the 
latter are not availiable. They answer even 
tunis purpose indifferently ang are apt to be- 
come muster. . 
There is no doubt that a good hain mattress 
will give more solid comfort to the square inch 
than any other ¢pecies ot . bedding; but those 
to weom these expensive luxuries are denied 
can find tolerabie substitutes. Moss cot- 
ton topped with excelsior, while they have not 
the wearing qualities of hair, supply its piace 
better than one would imagine at the outset. 
A mattress should always be made in two 
pieces, to permit of ite being easily turned and 
shifted by one pair of arms. 
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more hopeiesiy misera- 
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adout the biankets and bedding. that gives the 


occupant an unpleasant sensation that the 

couch has not been properif aired, and awakens 

1 rheumatlsm, and other fleshiy 
is. 


A plentiful provision of extra covering. 
shouid always be prepared for the guest room. 
Many a visitor who dreads fo burt the feclings 
| of @ hostess or is too little at home in a house 
to ask for additional’ blankets has shivered ail 
bight fn a handsomely appointed chamber. or 
veen reduced to piling h sown garments upon 
the bed to secure the needed heat. The eilk or 
satin duvets siuffed with eider-downo are at 
once the warmest.and igbtest.of covers. But 
when these cannot be red an excelent 
substitut® may be made of colored cheese 
cloth, ined with .ceuon batting. or French 
wont wadding. Very pretty are those with one 
side cardinal red, the other light dive, the 
stuffing between being held in piace by tufts 
of worsted to match. These are preferable to 
the. heavy alleged ‘‘comfortabies"’ soid in 
stores.

EVERY-DAY BILLs OF FARE. 


BY MARION HARLAND. 

In the preparation of this series of ‘bills of 
fare for family use 1 have sought to accom- 
plish three things: 

First and chiefly—To be practical. , 

Secondly— To express my meaning clearly and 
fully. 

Thirdly—To adapt menu and recipes to the 
service of people of moderate means. 

“How do you make your delicious chicken 
salad? asked one housekeeper of enother in 
the day when the dish was comparatively new. 

0. 1 put in all the good things I can think 
of, and when it tastes just right I stop,” was 
the satisfactory reply. Too many recipes, fur- 
nished by practical cooks and printed for the 
use of the inexperienced, are constructed on 
this principle, and presuppose skill and judp- 
ment in the tyro. Almost as serious is the 
blunder of yielding to tue temptation to write 
out showy lists of dishes as model meals for 
the reader whose mcome is not above the av- 
erage of that of the young merchant or protes- 
sional man. The true cook has in her modest 
sphere such pleasure In recipe-making as the 
musician or poet has in composition. All three 
fail of popularity when they discourage instead 
of animating those they would instruct. The 
teacher's provinee is not to dispiay his own 
proficiency, but to develop the pupil's powers. 
Tuition that falls short of this end is fafiure. 

The housewife who has a fixed and small al- 

lowance for marketing reads in the Home Cor- 
ner uf her family newspaper a breakfast menu 
that calls for a dish of meat, one of fish, and 
another of eggs, for twh kinds of hot bread, 
for oatmeal porridge, potatoes, fruit, coffee, 
and milled cnocoiate—and, with a sinking 
heart, she turns elsewhere for help in ber at- 
teropt to Vary the monotony of the first and 
most trying meal of the day. Recipes and 
cook books are not p epured for mili onaires’ 
wives. Our pradent manager knows as weil as 
does ber would-be mentor that iew families 
even among der weaithy neighbors sit down 
daily to breakfast tabies sprevd as lavtshiy as 
the imaginary board above sketched. To ds 
couragement is added contempt for the printed 
guide that would assert the contrary to be the 
rule. 
A ciever little woman who has a positive gon- 
ius for cookery threw up ber bands tragically 
when I recommended as easily made and cheap 
the oyster bsque, directions ior which are 
herewith appended: 

1 have arecipe for it, thank you. It calls 
for sixteen ingredients. I Counted them. One 
of them is a quart of cream! Icouid not put 
that soup inio my_tureen for less than $1.50, 
not computing time and labor. I do not be- 
lieve in 50-cent dinners for six people, but we 
can't afford $5 feasts for every day. 

A novice brought to me last week an article 
clipped from a favorit weesl ,in which miaute 
insiructions were. given, .dialogicaliy, tur the 
manufacture of meat dumplings. tale— 
us a tale—bung well together.

Oyster disque (delicious)—One pint of 
chicken or veal stock—the liquor in which 
chickens buve been boiled is excellent for thid 
purpose; one, pint of oysters, one cup ot milk, 
two.eugs, salt, pepper, chopped parsiey, one 
beaping cup of bread orumba, one great spoon- 
ful of butter rubbed in one of flour. Strain 
the stock and set over the fire with the crumbs 
in a farina kettie. In another vessel beat the 
oyster liquor, and when it simmers add the 
oysters chopped fine. Cook ali twenty min- 
utes. In a third vessel seald the milk; stir ioto 
this the floured..butter, boil up sharply, and 
pour on the beaten eggs. Set in hot water 
while you turn the oysters and liquor in the 
kettle convaining the stock and erumbs. and 
cook together before putting in parsley and 
other 8 Finaliy pour in milk and 
eggs, after wnich the soup must not boil, but 
stand in bot Water three minutes. Serve 
promptly in a not tareen. 

Roast turkey—Ciean carefully, rinse out 
with soda and water, then with pure water, 
and ll with bread crumbs seasoned with pep- 
per, salt, butter, and a little <60Ked sausage, 
chopped. Roast, basting well, ten minutes to 
the pound. to& fine brown. Keep the breast- 
bone covered. with thick paper, pork or bacon 
rind fur the first hour. Tuck the liver under one 
wing, the giazard under the 6ther when you dish 
it. Skim the gravy faithfully, and thicken with 
browned flour. Garnish the turkey with sausage 
meat, made into small cakes and fred, laid 
closely about it. 

Upinuch—P.ck over a peck of spinach, wash 
well, and tbrow away the stalks. Boil twenty- 
five minutes in slightly salted water: drain, and 
rub through a colander with a wooden spoon 
or potato-beetic. Season with pepper, salt, a 
teaspoonful of white sugar, and set over the 
fire while you stir and beat if a great spoonful 
uf butter and a pincs of nutmeg. Beat and 
toss to a smoking, creamy mass and put in 
three tablespoon/uls. of milk or cream. Bol 
up and dish. Lay sliced bolied eggs oa top. 

Corn pudding—One can of corn (drained), 
four eggs, two teaspoonfuls of butter, and one 
Oli sugar; two and a bulf cups of milk; salt and 
pepper. Beat the eggs light, rub dutter and 
sugar together, Wurm siightly, and put in next; 
then milk, seasoning, and the curn, Wien 
should first be chopped very fine. Beat hard 
for one minute, and ture into a greased bake- 
dish. Bake to a delicate brown and send to 
tubie in the bage-dish. 

Whipped potatoes—Peel and boil in salted 
water. When done pour off the water, set at 
the back of the stove to dry the moistu e, whip 
withtwo forketo a granulated puwder, then 
beat in a cup Of milk (bot, but not scalded) ia 
which a tablespoonful of batter has been melt- 
ed. Salt to taste and wülp to a cream. Heap 
irregularity in a deep dish. 

Cranberry sauce Put a quart of cranberries, 
carefuliy picked over, into a saucepan with 3 
teacupful of water and stew until they are 
broken to pieces and rather thick. Sweeten 
pientifully with white sugar, and rub through 
a fine coander. Set to form ina mold wet 
with cold water. 

Cottage pudding—Three even cups of pre- 
pared flour, one cup of sugar, one cup of milk 
—a full one—two ergs, one heaping tabie- 
spoonfui of butter, one teaspoonful of salt, 
erram butter, and sugar: beat in the whipped 
yelks of the eggs, the milk and salt, lustiy, 
whipped whites ana sifted flour alternately. 
Bake in a buttered cake mold, and turn out hot 
tur the tabie. 

Hard sauee— Beat together a cup of powdered 
sugur and a beaping tabiespoonful of butter. 
When they are licht and white add the juice of 
a lemon and a baif teas ulof vadiiia. Set 
in a cold place to barden. *

BURNING A COLORED SEMINARY. 


A CONFEDERATR’S ACCOUNT OF THE MAT- 
TER WHICH MAKES A POOR APOL GY. 
Quitman, Ga., Dec. 1. - Ar. A. W. Morris, M. 
D.— Dax Ste AND Brotser: Your communt- 
cation of Nov. 28 has been received, and I will 
try and give you an unvarnished statement of 
the un fortunate affair, the burning of the col- 
ored female seminary at Quitman. 
First. The property is located right in the 
beart of the town.

Whole tickets 
ure sold at $10, and tickets down to tenths in 
proportion. James R. Moore signs the an- 
nouncement, and it has the imprint of the Dal- 
zier National Printing Company, Nos. 152 and 
158 Michigan avenue. 

The day in wich the representative of Tus 
TRIBUNE dropped into the lottery agency the 
procession of people going in and out appeared 
to be unending. It was composed of persons 
of all classes, and the human stream was a 
study. All appeared eager to get at the lists 
and see whether their numbers bad won any- 
thing or not, and many there were who could 
not obey, young Mr. Moore’s request te wait 
until they got outside before they sought to 
learn their fate. the line were gamblers, 
peddlers, colored waiters, ‘salesmen, bank 
clerks, and representatives of almost every 
class.

In the boarding- 
house in which they lived was a young lady 
who was a bailet lady at one of the theatres, 
and through her introduction the wife ob- 
tained a similar position in the same com- 
pany: Sbe dreams that some day she will be 
enabled to develop the ability as an emotional 
actress which sbe feels certain she possesses. 
Sbe instances the fact that Clara Morris began 
ber brilliant career on the stane as bullet 
lady in a theatre in Cleveland, and confi- 
dently believesif she has the opportunity that 
she will some day succeed to the position oc 
cupied in popular estimation by that distin- 
guished artiste. She has in her leisure mo- 
ments studied all the published parts piayed 
by Mies Morris, and would be ready at a mo- 
ment's notice to go on and play any one of 
them. Let us hope that she will some day 
have the chance she so honestly covets. 

It is not unusual for a man and bis wife to 
be in the ballet and figurante’ corps, espec ally 
in the: chorises of musical productions. Iu- 
stances of this kind are numerous. Often one 
is higher in professional attainment than the 
Other. Sometimes a conspicuous actor falis in 
love with one of the ballet ladies and marries 
her, and it is always stipulated that his wife 
shall be in the same company with him. It is 
not in order here to mention the numerous 
married couples who play in the same compa- 
nies together, the lady retaining her maiden 
name or original stage name, 

The typical ballet lady, however, is generally 
a single woman who goes into the theatre to 
increase her earnings, inspired by a laudabie 
ambition to succeed in ber professioa, and with 
lofty ideas as to her ability to do better than 
any of those playing more responsible parts. 
The still continuing popularity of English 
musical works, and particularly those of Gil- 
bert and Sullivan, have brought from private 
life many young ladies of good social position 
and accomplishments on the stage as ballet 
ladies, every one of whom indulges aspira- 
tions far beyond the warrant of their position 
and abilities. Many of them by close attenuvon 
to their duties and aptitude at under study 
finaliy get the opportunities they seek, and ac- 
quit themselves so creditably as to be advanced 
by the management to good positions in travel- 
ing companies. 

There is at present in one of the local com- 
panies, playing a responsible part and earning 
a better salary than she will possibly earn in 
any other pursuit by the exercise of her ac- 
complishmentsa, a young lady, the daugtter of 
a well-knowo deceased Judge. The dudes, 
who imagine she is a butterfly ready to fiy to 
them at a signal, would be very much surprised 
to learn that, however frivolous she may ap- 
pear behind the footlights in her spangled 
tights and jaunty little jacket, each fitting ber 
shapely figure like a glove, she is, when off 
the stage, a demure, self-respecting little wom- 
an, who passes most ot ber time in cultivating 
her voice and studying music in the belief 
that some day she will become a great Ameri- 
can prima donna. It is well known that a fa- 
vorit singer and actress in comic opera began 
her career as a bailet iady, relying for her suc- 
cess upon a display of her physical charms; 
that it was found she possessed a voice capable 
of culture, and that it was not until after much 
practice that she mounted the ladder, until 
now she is considered an acquisition in 
any cast. 80 with Emma _ Carson, 
Lillian Russell, Ada Somerville, Ida 
Mulie, and Lillie Grubb; but tig list is indefi- 
nitiy long. One thing may be said in conciu- 
sion: that those ballet ladies who in spectacie 
rely upon their physical charms and those who 
in drama only have their good looks to com- 
mend them, without any resources of study, 
seldom get any further than such work which 
each year incapacitates them fur.

third setisof yellow diamonds, as yellow as 
topaz, and the fourth is of flawless white 
stones. Each set bas a.tiara or necklace, 
pendant, . brooch, earrings, from four to six 
bracelets, and some finger-rings, ail of the same 
styie of make and of corresponding stones. 
In addition to these, Mrs. Stanford has some 
genuine biack diamonds, cut sp®arshaped, 
and numerous other diamond ornaments ina 
var ety of styles. One necklace (not belong- 
ing to any of the sets above named) is valued 
at $100,000 and its pendant at $30,000. She 
has over sixty diamond finger-rings, which 
she keeps on a string of black tape. To 
accommodate ail these jewels she has a case 
which, was made to order of steel, with 
cast-iron handles and burgiar-proof locks. The 
case bas a separate drawer for each set of dia- 
monds, and is, of course, nearly all the time 
deposited in a bank. Mrs. Stanford cares ver: 
little for these treasures, especially since the 
death of ber only son, whom she idolized. On 
one oceasion, before his des.th, she wore nearly 
ali ber jewels at once. It was when a dinner 
was given berself and her husband by Mr. Will- 
iam E. Dodge of New York. She worea biack 
tulle dress, embroidered in silver, and its 
draperies were olasped with ornaments made 
ot her smaller diamonds, which she had reset 
especially for that occasion. She also wore 
tiara, neckiaee, pendant, earrings, brooch, and 
other ornaments of diamonds.
